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INTRODUCTION. 



The History of ihe Election for the Southern Division of North- 
umberland in the year 1852, of which the subsequent pages present a 
usefal and authentic record, is so fully developed in the course of the 
introductory matter as to render any elaborate conoiment or explanation 
unnecessary. « The election and its result will be memorable in future 
county history, as affording a test of the estimation in which the con- 
stituent body held one of the successful candidates, as well as of their 
determination to resist the attempt of the combined Liberal and Whig- 
Eadical Party to usurp the entire representation of the Southern Divi- 
sion, and thus deprive the Conservatives, whose strength had, more than 
once, been exhibited, of that fair share of it which they had hitherto en- 
joyed and to which, as the issue showed, they were, by their number, 
position, and influence, justly entitled. The election arose out of a disso- 
lution of parliament, consequent upon the disruption, through internal 
weakness and divisions, of the Whig Ministry under Lord John Russell, 
and the advent to power of the Conservative Government of the Earl 
of Derby. The former members for the Southern Division, Mr. Bell 
and Mr. O^e, having withdrawn from public life, the whole of the 
candidates upon the present occasion presented themselves to the 
electors for the first time, and the result of the struggle was that Mr. 
Wentworth Blackett Beaumont and Mr. Henry George Liddell were 
returned first and second on the poll, whilst Mr. Geo. Ridley, who had 
all but openly been placed in coalition with the former gentleman, in 
defiance of declarations and pledges to the contrary upon the hustings 
at Hexham, was defeated by a considerable majority. The publisher 
has spared neither labour nor expense to render this work as copious 
and accurate as possible, and he ventures to believe that it will form 
an interesting feature in the history of parliamentary elections in the 
County of Northumberland.

THE COUNTY MEETING AT HEXHAM. 



In pursuance of a requisition, numerously signed, and addressed to the 
High Sheriff of the County of Northumberland, a meeting of the electors of the 
Southern Division of the County was held on Tuesday June the 29th, at Hexham, 
*Ho consider who arefitand proper persons to represent thedivisionin parliament." 
The movement, which originated with a smdl but active party in Newcastle- 
a pou-Tyne, was avowedly intended to be the means of bringing out a second 
'^liberal" candidate, and that object was effected, Mr. George Ridley having 
l>een proposed and seconded, and having in due course addressed the electors. 
The support, however, he may be expected to receive from the division generally 
may be fairly estimated from the list given below of the friends who accom- 
panied him on this occasion, taken in connection with the manly, emphatic 
disavowal of Mr. Beaumont, several times reported, that he was in any way 
connected with that gentleman, or any other candidate, in this election. Most 
extraordinary efforts were made in order to procure a large attendance on this 
occasion of individuals favourable to two 'liberal" candidates. A special train 
on the Newcastle and Carlisle Railway was engaged to convey parties from 
Newcastle, and tickets were freely distributed, gratis, both to electors and non- 
electors, the time of departure of the jspeclal train being fixed about half an 
hour before that of the regular train next preceding the time appointed for the 
meeting. The object of this arrangement was obvious, and in some respects it 
proved successful, for a large body of individuals in the ** liberal" interest was 
brought into co-operation on the scene of action. On learning the nature of 
these arrangements, the leaders of the Conservative Party determined upon 
engaging a special train on their own account, which was accordingly done, and 
it left Newcastle shortly after nine o'clock in the morning, about half an hour 
before the other. On the Conservative Electors, who mustered in great force, 
reaching Hexham, they proceeded to the Black Bull Inn, where they were 
joined by other electors from the rural districts, and, having formed in procession 
four a-breast, they walked to the Seal, where spacious hustings had been erected 
for the accommodation of the speakers. On the arrival of the " liberal" party 
they repaired to the White Haxt, and thence proceeded to the place of meeting. 
On a moderate estimate there would be between four and five thousand persons 
present, a large proportion of whom were women and children, with a plentiful 
admixture of individuals without votes, including a numerous body of pitmen 
and labourers from Wylam, and, therefore, not entitled to tc^e part in the pro- 
ceedings, though they contributed to swell the show of hands in fsivour of the 
** liberal" candidates, for whom they raised a great clamour. An inebriated 
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batcher was employed by the ^' liberal" party to carry a big loaf and a little one, 
stuck on the prongs of a barn fork, and surmounted with a piece of carrion ; and 
a boy accompanied him bearing aloft upon the end of a stick a decayed hemng 
and a piece of brown bread. There was not more excitement on the occasion 
than might have been expected under the circumstances, for the lower classes of 
the community in Northumberland are not so excitable as in some other districts, 
being generally intelligent, peaceable, and well-conducted. The hustings were di- 
vided into two compartments, one on tl^e right, the other on the left, of a seat in the 
centre prepared for the chairman, the two '^ liberal" candidates and their friends 
occupying that on the right, and Mr. Liddell and the gentlemen who accom- 
ied him being on the left of the Under Sheriff. Mr. Liddell, the Consenrative 
Candidate, as we have intimated, was accompanied to the hustings by a numer- 
ous phalanx of county gentlemen, as well as by a large party of friends and 
supporters from Newcastle-upon-Tyne, North Shields, and other towns in the

Johnson, Mr. James Anderson, Mr. John Reed, Mr. Geo. Berkley, Mr. Thos. Bell, Mr. 
Wm. Parkin, Mr. John Ridley, Mr. Jos. Bennett, Mr. Timothy Bennett, Mr. John 
March, Mr. Wm. Boss, jun, Mr. George Scarlett, Mr. Thomas Hedley, Mr. Jas. Stokoe, 
Mr. George Moat, and many others whose names we had not an opportunity of ascer- 
taining. 

Mr. Beaumont was attended on the hustings by a large and respectable 
body of friends and supporters, amongst whom were : —

Mr. George Ridley was accompanied to the hustings by a rather small 
number of supporters, amongst whom were : —

&c. &c. 
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The proceedings of the meeting were formally opened in the Court House, 
Hexham, the Under Sheriff, Heniy Wm. Fenwick, Esq. presiding, in the absence 
of the High Sheriff of the County. An adjournment was then made to the Seal, 
where the proceedings were resumed. 

The Under Sheriff, on reaching the hustings, hriefly stated that the pro- 
ceedings had been formally opened in the Court House and adjourned, and 
concluded by requesting for each gentlemen, who might address the meeting, a 
fair and impartial hearing. 

Edward Riddell, !&q. of Cheesebum Grange, then came forward and 
nominated Wentworth Blackett Beaumont, Esq. as a fit and proper person to 
represent the Southern Division of the County in Parliament. The nomination 
was seconded by Mr. Aid. Lamb, of Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

Wentworth Blackett Beaumont. Esq. then presented himself, and was 
received with most enthusiastic cheering, at the termination of which he pro- 
ceeded to address the electors. He said : — 

Mr. Under Sheriff and Grentlemen, Electors of the Southern Division of the 
County of Northumberland — I do not know that I can better begin addressing 
you than by stating that I come here before you this day to support those 
sentiments which I had the honour of addressing to a meeting held in Newcastle 
about ten days ago. {Applause,) That meeting was called by a party in this 
county, the Liberal Party, and the electors in the town of Newcastle then as- 
sembled, with the urbanity which always distinguishes that ancient borough* and 
a desire to stand well with the county, and every constituent in the division, 
decided, and that decision met with an unamious approval, to call this county 
meeting. The electors of Newcastle, feeling it desirable that a change should 
take place in the representation of this division, did not wish to set up their own 
views, or to state who should come forward, but they wished the electors assena- 
bled in a county meeting to decide. (Applause.) They said w€^ have certain 
political opinions, and we hold that the prevalence of those opinions is of the 
utmost importance to the country, and we think that when an attack on those 
principles has been made in the Northern Division of this County — (Aeor, hear J 
— I am not saying whether that attack is right or wrong — ^but after that attack 
has been made they felt themselves c£dled upon to take some steps to place 
themselves in the same numerical representation &s before ; and I have sufficient 
confidence in my honourable opponents to think that they would have looked 
upon us as void of public spirit — void of that spirit which electors ought to have — 
if we do not wish to place this division of the county in a different state from 
that in which it has hitherto stood as regards its representation. {Applause. J 
That they should approve of it is a different thing. (Applause.) 1 do not 
expect that my honourable friends will approve of it ; but I have sift&cient con- 
fidence in the honourable feeling of the gentlemen on the other side of the 
Sheriff, that they will allow the almost unanimous feeling of this county ought 
to be represented. {Applause.) With that feeling, gentlemen, I appear before 
you. CAppkiuse.) You are aware that when my excellent friends Mr. Bell and 
Mr. Ogle announced their intention of retiring I was unexpectedly called upon to 
come forward. I was not myself desirous of doing so. Indeed, I was anxious 
not to fasten myself upon this division of the county unless the electors decidedly 
wished for it. {Applause.) 1 have not strong health. I have many engage- 
ments, and private affaii*s take up much of my time. I was anxious to travel, 
in order to make myself acquainted with other nations. {HeaVy hear.) I was 
desirous of visiting the United States — I was anxious to do all that, and, after 
doing so, I might have come back the better prepared by study and experience 
to serve you. {Applause.) But, when Mr. Ogle retired, I naturally had some 
conversation with several gentlemen on the subject, and they were unanimously 
of opinion that unless I consented to come forward they would not be able to 
find another representative, (//ear, hear^ and laughter.) That being their 
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opinion, 1 consented to come forward — ^I told my friends I was not anxious to 
do so— that if they conld find another person I would much rather be out of 
the representation for some time. They said no ; if I did not come forward at 
that moment I would never deserve to represent the county of ^lorthumberland• 
(Apphuse. ^^Had-away Beaumoni»") The consequence was, I appeared before 
you ; I issued an address ; that address was well received, I believe, and now 
the rest must be left to you. (Applauae,) After I had offered myself it seemed to 
be the wish of the party to have two liberal candidates, and under those cir- 
cumstances this meeting has been convened. I was not desirous of myself, and 
naturally wished to be relieved from the turmoil and excitement of a contest. 
I stated to my friends in private, and, indeed, wherever I went, that I did not 
feel inclined to attend this meeting ; but I was told, and it was urged upon me, 
that it would not be respectful to the meeting, that it would not be respectful 
to the High Sheriff, if I did not come down to attend it, and I, therefore, 
resolved to appear. (Hear, hear,) Whatever be my own independent feeling, 
I am wishful that everything should be done respectful to this constituency* 
(Applause,) I am informed there are other candidates about to be proposed to 
your notice. (Hear, hear,) I do not know whether thei^ are to be three can- 
didates or three dozen, but I appear before you independent of, and unconnected 
with, all of them. (Hear, hear, and applause,) I appear before you in the 
same manner as my father did. (Apvkmse*) And if my father and my 
grandfather represented this county, and if I, a descendant of the Blacketts^ 
appear among you to solicit that honour for myself, it is on the same inde- 
pendent grounds. (Loud applause,) I throw myself upon you, and leave it 
for you to say whether you wish to have me as your representative or not. 
(Applause,) If I am returned all I can say is that I shall anxiously strive to 
fulfil my duty in a faithful, conscientious, and satisfactory manner — {applause) — 
and, gentlemen, I will add, if I fail to do that, it will be left with you to make 
a change, for at any time I shall be most ready to retire. (Loud applause,) I 
said I was anxious to appear before you in the same manner as my worthy 
father did ; and on this point I have referred to the election proceedings of 
1826. (The Honourable Candidate read extracts from a speech delivered by 
his father on that occasion, and then proceeded.) Grentlemen, farmers of the 
division, I wish to address a few words to you. Our friends in Newcastle are 
most anxious that your views and feelings should be consulted in this matter. 
(Hear, and laughter.) If you (to the party laughing) had been at the meeting 
the other day, you would have seen it. (Applause, and some interruption,) 
After saying what I have with regard to the candidates that may be offered to 
your notice, I shall not make any allusion to my honourable friend, Mr. Lid- 
dell, because if I did, it would seem as if I wished to have something to do with 
the representation of this division of the county beyond placing myself before 
you, and that I do not wish. (Applause) But, I appeal to the farmers of 
the county, on what ground they can exclusively support a gentleman who 
comes forward on the principles of Lord Derby's Administration ! If he has 
come forward as an advocate of Protection, and you agreed with him, then you 
might have consistently supported him ; but, he does no such thing. (Hear, 
hear,) For, indeed, Protection is now abandoned. The farmers of the county 
are of opinion that Protection is only a landlord's question. (Aaplause,) They 
have ascertained that com laws enhance prices and make rents higher. (Hear, 
hear,) They have ascertained that the loss, from their repeal, fiEills not upon 
them, but upon the landlords. (No, no, and cheers,) The people have come 
to this conclusion also ; and we, the landlords, are satisfied with the profits we 
have had from those laws during the last fifty years. (Hear, hear,) We are 
satined with the profits of those fifty years, and after having pocketted them 
quietly, we intend not to claim any more. (Hear and applause,) I have no 
hesitation in telling the farmers of this district that they are better off without

Protection. I am told that they do not wish to have Protection restored, and I 
belieye it. (Applause.) What, then, do they look for ! They naturally 
look that every class should be put upon the same footing ; and they stfy, if we 
have free-trade in com, we ought to haye free-trade in everything else. (HeaVy 
hear,) In that feeling I fully participate ; but, unfortunately, there is such a 
thing as a little sum of twenty-eight millions a year to be paid on the National 
Debt. It is of no use gomg into the question as to how that debt originated ; it 
is of no use reminding our friends on the other side of the hustings, who were 
the parties that contracted it. (Laughter) Well, then, gentlemen, what is 
necessary to be done ! It is necessary to put all classes on an equal footing. 
The goyemment of the couniry haye told you that they will examine this 
question, that they will inquire into the burdens affecting land, and if you are 
of opinion that the result of that investigation will prove satisfiEustory to you, 
you do right in supporting them. (Cries of ** We are," ** No^ no" and 
applause.) If the gentlemen who made that observation be a tenant-farmer, 
he will find that if he have a feurm burdened to the extent of £20 a year, and 
that burden is removed, the money will not go into his pocket, but into that of 
his landlord ; for, if it does not do so immediately, it will, at the next valuation, 
and re-taking of the farm. (Applause.) Then, gentlemen, you need not look 
to Lord Derby for any benefit ; you need not look to any acts passed by the 
legislature, but to your own acts of industry. (Applause,) 

The hon. gentleman then referred to the advantages to be derived from the 
application of manures, and improved modes of cultivation, remarking particu- 
larly on the proceedinfifs of the government with reference to the guano ques- 
tion. He urged the propriety of self-reliance, and the exercise of skill and 
energy; and the especial importance of extending education, i>artieularly among 
the rising generation, as tne means best calculated to ensure successj to the 
British farmer, now that protection had been abolished without, as he alleged, 
a possibility of its being restored. Again referring, in conclusion, to the inde- 
pendent position he assumed in this contest, the hon. gentleman said : — 

I merely have to repeat that I stand here unconnected with any person 
whatever. {Apj^use,) I am dependent only on this meeting. If you are 
pleased to have me as your representative my energies shall be devoted to your 
service. {Applatue,) It is for you to decide, and I leave it entirely in your 
hands. If you do not want me, will you be kind enough to let me know, 
because the mail train starts at eleven o'clock to night, and I am anxious to 
get back to London. {Cheers and laughter,) 

Mr. Beaumont was listened to with much attention, and evidently created 
a favourable impression upon the minds of his auditory. The avowid that he 
stood unconnected with any other candidate appeared to give general satisfiao- 
tion, excepting only to a small number of gentlemen on the hustings, and that 
fur very oovious reasons. 

Sir Matthew White Ridley, Bart, of Blagdon, next came forward to 
nominate Henry-Geo. Liddell, Esq. of Eslington, as a fit and proper person to 
represent the division. The Hon. Bart, said : — 

It has, gentlemen, devolved upon me at an earlier moment than perhaps under 
ordinary circumstances might have been anticipated, to offer to your notice an 
eligible candidate to represent your interests in the Commons' House of Parlia- 
ment, namely, the honourable gentleman on my left hand. {Applause,) It is 
at the same time but an act of justice to a gentleman, Mr. Bell, who has served 
us for a period of five and twenty years, that we should express our regret that 
symptoms of fiiiling health should cause us to be deprived of hb services ; for 
during the long period he has sat as member for this county he has been most 
attentive, inddeitigable, and assiduous in the discharge of his parliamentary 
duties. {Applause,) Gentlemen, I likewise regret veiy sincerely that ill 
health is also the cause of the retirement of my friend Mr. Ogle from the re- 
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presentation of this county. However much I might differ in political opinicHis 
from that gentleman, I have ever heen on the most friendly terms with him, 
and none more sincerely than myself regrets tlie cause of his retirement, (iip- 
plause,) I shall now proceed to the more immediate business of the day. I 
have to propose Henry Greorge Liddell, Esq. of Eslington, as a fit. and proper 
person to represent the Southern Division of the county of Noithumberland in 
Parliament. {Loud apphiue.) Grentlemen, I express no more than my own 
feelings and those of the gentlemen who are near me on this hustings, when I 
say that, though we' differ on political grounds from my honourable friend who 
has been in the first instance re^mmended as a candidate for your suffrages, it 
is upon no other ground that we dispute the right of his taking up the posi- 
tion which he has done this day upon these hustings. {Heary hear») There has 
been no feeling whatever adverse to the interests of Mr. Beaumont exhibited 
hy the party who have brought Mr. Lrddell forward. No act of hmtility — ^none 
other than a friendly feeling has been shown, for we know his* position, we 
know his stake in the county, we know his eligibility, and we say he has a 
perfect right to come forward ; and, in doing so, he meets with no factious op- 
position on our part. {Cheers,) But, this I say on behalf of the large party in 
this county entertaining political opinions differing from those expr^sed by the 
honourable gentleman who has addressed you, that we shall declare and muu" 
tain those opinions in spite of all oppodtion — ^we will stand to our colours — ^we 
will fight the battle if one is to be fought in thk division,— -our motto being 
'* justice to all." {Loud cheers) On this occasion I confess were I to indulge 
my own inclination I -should address you at very considerable length ; but I 
shall not do so, and I will tell you why — because it is more fitting that, in 
nominating a candidate, the speaker should not trespass too long upon the at- 
tention of his hearers. I can say conscientiously that the gentleman whom I 
have nominated is really a fit and proper per on to represent this division of the 
county. {Cheers,) He is one of us,— (A«ar, ftcor,)---he was bred among us — 
(applatisey—he is anxious to do his duty — {appknise") — he ean do his duty, and 
he will be faithful and attentive in the dischai^ge of it. {Cheers.) He does not 
come forward merely from the fiusility of taking advantage of the position in 
which he is placed to obtain a seat in parliament, but he comes forward 
honestly, and fearlessly, and in a determined manner, declaring himself ready 
to use all his efforts to promote the important interests confided to his charge, 
as I know they will be, if the electors do their duty at the proper time, when 
their votes are recorded at the poll. {Loud cheers^ Now, gentlemen, it has 
been said by the nominator of my friend Mr. Leaumont> and we are charged by 
our opponents generally — ^the advocates of what is called free-trade, but which 
I caU a system of free imports — with inconsistency, in supporting the adminis- 
tration of the Earl of Derby — hecause Lord Derby has said one thing at one time . 
and another at another time. (JTiear, hear,) It is possibie that such an im- 
pression may be entertained not only by the parties who make that accusation 
bat by others, and, therefore, I shall endeavour to disabuse your minds of that 
impression. {Applav^e ) It so happened that in the year 1850 I was one of a 
deputation of a very large body of persons who waited upon the noble lord at 
his residence in St. James's Square, lliere he made a moat exedlent speech, 
and I only wish my memory were good enough to report it to you. {Ap^ 
plause,) What did he say ! He then said — ^^ Gentlemen my opinion as to tiie 
impolicy of removing the duties upon the importation of foreign grain are the 
same as they were in 1846— -I have been reproached with snpineness — ^I have 
been taunted with lukewarmness in not coming forward of late strongly to 
agitate the question of re-imposing a duty upon com." Lord Derby said ^ I hold 
that to be impracticable at thwmoment. {Hear^ hear^ and applause.) It is im- 
possible that in the House of Commons we could carry the question ; nor can 
we carry it in the House of Lords. If the constituencies of the country should 
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on another election declare themselyes, and decide in &Yoar of the re-imposition 
ofadutyou foreign com, thenit may be done." {Hearyhearyapplausey andinterrup- 
Hon,) What geDtlemen, has he said since ! He has since said '^ it was his opinion 
thatthecoiistitttenciesof the country would not put in the hand of any government 
the power sufficient to enable them to reverse what I still think was an erroneous 
policy. In saying that I consider myself, and those connected with me in the go- 
vemmenty equally bound to make those efforts, and to use every means which we 
consider to be for the general interest of all classes of the state — ( applause) — 
tliat the producer should be considered as well as the consumer — that certain 
burdens may exist pressing peculiarly heavy on certain classes, which burdens 
should be taken from their shoulders if that can be done properly and with due 
regard to the interests of all other producing classes." (Loud applause.) It is 
not, believe me, that the agricultural classes are anxious for exclusive privileges. 
(Hear^ hear.) They want only fair usage — a fair interest for their money ; 
they say that is not the case now, and that it is the duty of the government, if 
they will not help us out of our difficulties not to oppose us. (Applause,) I 
will, however, say, upon another point, I have yet to learn that the Conserva- 
tives are not advocates of all ^od and salutary measures of improvement ; but, 
there is a wide distance between us and those who would, under such a disguise, 
introduce dangerous organic changes. {Applause,) We are for the maintenance 
of the state and of the proper authority of the Crown — (hud applause) — the 
independence of botl^ branches of the legislature — {applause) — and we would 
protect equally all the rights and privileges of the British people. (Cheers.) 
I say we too as a party are advocates of education. {Applause,) We are not 
the party who wish to keep the people in ignorance ; but, we say that education 
should be based upon a proper religious foundation. (Enthusiastic cheering) 
That is what we say. (Renewed cheering,) Our party are just as favourable 
to education as any other. {Hear^ hear^ One word more. You talk about 
Free-trade. Now Free-trade, simply understood, might be. supposed to be a 
perfectly &ir exchange and intercourse in articles of barter with all other 
countries. {Applause,) There are two parties to a bargain, gentlemen. If a 
farmer goes to take a farm he sets a valuation upon it, and the landlord does 
the same, and the two parties meet and strike a bargain ; one party making an 
offer and the other party accepting or rejecting it. {Hear, hear,) 1 want to 
know, suppose England could export a large quantity of com, what treatment 
we should meet with on the other side of tlie British Channel. If you should 
send the French any of your surplus grain you would now be met with prohibitive 
duties ; and yet, on the other hand, we admit their com as well as all their 
cereal grain at a nominal duty. Therefore, what free or fair trade is that ! 
{Applause.) I want to know why the sugar, the produce of the slave-labour 
colonies of Cuba and Brazil, are introduced into this country at an equal duty 
with sugar brought from Jamaica, when the government of Spain puts an 
enormous — a prohibitive duty on sugar from Jamaica ! . {Hear, hair.) Again, 
America grows cotton ; she sends us cotton, the raw material, and we receive 
it without imposing duty upon it at all ; we manufactui'e it into various articles 
and goods of different descriptions, which we export. What happens on the 
other side of the water ! The American officer goes over the whole and levies 
a prohibitive duty equal to thirty per cent. {Hear, hear, and applause,) 
What Free-trade is there in that ! {Cheers and interruption — an inebriate 
butcher holding up a big loaf and a little one on the end of a bam fork, and 
the crowd about him shouting vociferously.) There is a great deal said about a 
big loaf and a little loaf ; and I suppose you wapt to know what I think about 
it. {Cries of **yesJ*) 1 will tell you ; I like a big loaf. {Loud applause,) I 
do not care how cheap nor how many big loaves there are, so long as I know 
that these big loaves are made of British stuff. {Loud applause.) I suppose 
that big loaf which I see before me to be about 41bs. in weight. The most 
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accurate calculation bas been made with respect to the cost and consumption 
of bread. The calculation is that a four pound loaf would cost about- a penny 
a pound for every ten shillings of ayerage price of wheat ; and a penny more 
for manufacturing it into a loaf. Now this is the loaf which is held up in 
terrorem over the cultiyator of broad acres. We are charged with wanting to 
raise the price — ^the farmers are charged with wishing to raise the price of the 
loaf from 5^. or 6d. to lOd. {Hear^ hear.) We wuh no such thing. If the 
price of wheat be forty shillings a quarter, according to the calculation given 
the loaf would cost £d. If it cost lOd. the original cost price of the wheat 
would be 90b. per quarter. Now under the most extreme protection no one 
ever thought of having wheat at ninety shillings per quarter ; and yet the 
TtmeSf the Spectator^ and various other public papers, charge us with wanting 
to raise the price of the loaf from 6d. to lOd. (Hear^ hear^ and interruption.)- 1 
say, and I am in a position to prove, that no farmer ever wished that the price of 
wheat should be 90s. Here is the proof! In 1846, previous to the re^>eal of 
the com law, the maximum price that wheat was allowed to stand at was 733* 
a quarter ; if the price rose above 73s. there was a small duty of Is. a quarter 
on the admission of foreign com. (Hear, hear,) Now, we are charged 
with wanting to return to the old system of protection, and at the same time we 
are charged with wanting to raise the price of wheat to 90s. a quarter. {Hear^ 
hear.) We want no such thmg. {^Applause.) Our opponents stated and held 
out the expectation that wheat after the repeal of the com laws would sell at 
about 56s. a quarter. We should be content to take less than that. (JTear, 
hear^ and applatise.) Therefore, as far as the charge brought against us of 
wishing to raise the price of com to an enormous extent, I nave completely 
proved it to be unjnst. (Applause.) Again, gentlemen, I want to know 
likewise why the British ship-owners are obl^ed to pay their seamen 50s. and 
60s. wages per month, for English ship-owners are not allowed, according to 
the maritime laws of this country, to take more ihsm a certain number of 
foreign seamen whom they can employ at SOs. a month ! (Hear, hear.) I want 
to know if there be any fairness in that bargain ! (Applause.) I want to 
know if there be any ftdmess with reg^^d to the staple mineral produce of this 
great district — coal ! (Applause.) I want to know why France gives an advan- 
tage to coal carried in French Dottoms over that in English ones ! — and why 
the government contracts are conveyed in French bottoms ! (Hear, hear, and 
applause.) I might have addressed you at greater length, but 1 do not think 
it right or fair that a gentleman nominating a candidate should occupy so much 
of the time which ought more properly to be devoted to the candidate himself, 
and I almost regret having occupied so much of it. (** Go on/' and applause.) 
I speak with every good feeling towards Mr. Beaumont. I di£fer from him in 
political opinion, and I told him so when I met him. At the same time from 
his fortune and position in the county I admit his eligibility as a candidate. 
(Cheers.) He meets you fairly. (Applause.) He says he stands before you 
alone, and unconnected with any other candidate. (Applause.) I respect him 
lor that manly declaration. (Cheers, with attempted interruption^ I shall only 
add with respect to the hon. gentleman whom 1 have nominated, that he has 
declared he is anxious and determined to serve you, if you elect him, in the 
British House of Commons. (Loud cheers.) 

John B. Coulson, Esq. of Swinburne Castle, seconded the nomination of Mr. 
Liddell, and in the course of his speech referred to certain proceedings in con- 
nexion with this election. He said : — 

As soon as the decision of'the gentlemen who had represented the division 
to retire was made known, two gentlemen of character unexceptionable, who in 
political opinion represented the two great parties in this division of the county — 
two gentlemen every way fitted to become candidates for the representation in 
parliament, offered themselves. The field was alike open to any other candidate 
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who might he actuated by the same laudable ambition^ Six weeks have elapsed 
and no such candidates declared themselves. {Hear^ hear.) Not but that great 
exertions were made by certain parties to induce a third candidate to appear, 
and thereby involve this division in a contest. Sanguine hopes were entertained 
by some of that party that a gentleman whom I have the honour to call my 
acquaintance, but whom I hope ere long to call my friend— -a gentlemaji 
possessed of a princely fortune and its attendent influence — sanguine hopes, I 
say, were entertained that that gentleman might be induced to defray the ex- 
pense. {** JVir), no," and ** yes, yeSy* toith applause and interruption,) I repeat 
it. {Renewed interruption^ I repeat it. (*' JVb, no," and ^^ yes, yes,**) Sanguine 
hopes I say were entertained that that gentleman would de^y the expense, and 
throw the great weight of his influence Into the scale of any other candidate who 
might solicit your suffrages, professing liberal opinions similar to his own. 
(Cheers arid marks o/disapprchationfrom the opposite party,) I say with sorrow 
that my acquaintance with Mr. Beaumont has been a short one; but, daring 
that short time I have seen enough I think of Mr. Beaumont's character to 
show that he is not a man likely to be made a cat's-paw of. (Heary hear, cheers^ 
and interruption,) The hon. gentleman concluded amidst great cheering, by 
seconding the nomination. 

'Henry Geo. Liddell, Esq. then presented himself, and was received with pro- 
longed and most enthusiastic cheering, by nearly the whole of the vast assemblage. 
After it had subsided the honourable candidate spoke nearly as follows : — 

Mr. Under Sheriff, gentlemen, Electors of the Southern Division of the County 
of Northumberland,— You are all pretty well aware that, on the retirement of 
your late valued and highly respected member Mr. Bell, whose services will be 
long and justly remembered among you — {applause) — I was induced to come 
before you as a claimant for your suffrages in the ensuing parliament. {Cheers) 
I could have wished for your sakes that a successor to him, a more worthy 
representative than I can assume to be^ by talent, by position, and by experi- 
ence, could have been induced to present himself; but, this I will say, that no 
one could have come forward actuated by a firmer determination to do his 
duty, and promote the interests of those whose suffrages he claims, than the 
humble and untried individual who now has the honour of addressing you. 
{Applause^ Crentlemen, I have not been long before you, but from the exten- 
sive canvass effected in many portions of the county I may say I am not alto- 
gether a stranger to you. {Applause^ There are many electors of the division 
whose acquaintance I have only recently made ; there are many whom I have 
not yet seen ; but I hope in the course of time to have the honour of making 
the personal acquaintance of the whole of them. {Loud applause^ I have 
already said I was a comparative stranger among you, but I ought to state that 
by birth and by residence I am not a stranger. . I have been brought up in the 
county, and I have passed there a great portion of my life, not entirely in this 
neighbourhood, but I am nearly and dearly connected with the large and im- 
portant interests of the county, and my duty, if elected your representative, 
shall always be, to consult with both friends and opponents embarked in those 
great interests as to the best means of promoting them. {Loud cheers,) But, 
short as my acquaintance among you has been, there have been already two 
grave accusations brought forward against me. The first of these accusations 
is perhaps less material than the second. It is that I am too young. {Hear^ 
hear?) 'J'hat, gentlemen, is a fault which will mend every year. {Applause,) 
And I have generally found ^hat the persons who find that fault have arrived 
at that period of life when they would very gladly have taken it upon their 
own shoulders. {Loud cheers^ The second accusation is that I have no 
politics. That, gentlemen, is a most unjustiiiable accusation, and to it I give a 
most unqualified denial. {Loud cheers,) Gentlemen^ I am certainly young in 
years, and still younger in experience, but short as that experienae has been. 
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it has sufficed to teach me who those men are to whom we are to look for the 
.maintenance of those great principles^ those rights, privileges, and liberties 
which have raised England to the high position in which she now stands — 
(loud cheers) — a position unequalled, and the envy of every country in the 
world. {Renew^ cheers.) I do not look with confidence to that government 
which but a few short months ago we saw slowly but gradually crumbling 
away by its own internal weakness, and finally prostrated by a suicidal blow 
from one of its own members. (JJear, hear^ arid applause,) I do not look any 
more to the peace preserving principles of the Manchester School of Politics 
—•to those men who do but too frequently regard their lellow-men as mere 
tools for their speculations — (hear^ hear) — and whose chief calculation is the 
amount of profit to be derived from their labour. (Hear^ hear^ and applause,) 
These I say are not the men to whom we can look with confidence for the main- 
tenance of our rights. (Cheers.) But I do look to the Conservative Grovem- 
ment of Lord Derby ; and I appeal to the Conservative party in this country to 
return men to parliament who both by their votes and general support may 
assist that government. (Loud cheers,) Having now offered these few words 
in my own defence, I will endeavour as shortly as possible to say a little in de- 
fence of that noble lord who has been recently placed at the head of affairs in 
this countiy. (Hear^ hear.) Grentlemen, the Earl of Derby is stated to be a 
man not worthy of confidence, and his government to be without any defined 
politics. Now, gentlemen, how does it occur that the Earl of Derby is the 
leader of the great Conservative party — ^that he possesses the confidence of the 
whole, with hardly a single exception, of the members of that great party — that 
he is the man whom many of the wisest and the best men in England look up 
to as their leader — and their proper leader! (Loud cheers.) The Earl of Derby 
is far too enlightened and far too independ^it a statesman to suffer himself to be 
dictated to by his opponents in the course he baa adopted. (Cheers.) And if 
the Earl of Derby has conceded the point of re-imposing a duty upon foreign 
com, he has done so because he yields in deference to the opinions of this great 
and enlightened community, and because he gives a just and proper appreciation 
to the feeling of public opinion in this great country. (Loud applause.) Now, 
gentlemen, I will say a few words upon what, whether justly or unjustly^ is 
termed the Free-trade policy. And first of all, let me frsoikly avow that I am 
not in favour of the re-imposition of a duty upon food. (Hear^ hear, and 
npplause.) The cheap loaf, and the large loaf, does confer advantages on the 
poor man of which I for one should be sorry to see him deprived. (Applause.) 
Long, long may the poor man and his family enjoy, the benefits and blessings of 
cheap food. (Loud cheers.) But, I will not disguise from the poor man the 
fact that it is possible those advantages may not be so permanent as the supporters 
of Free-trade would lead him to imagine. (Here an attempt was made by the 
supporters of the oppositeparty to interrupt the proceedingsby elevating shoulder 
height an idiotic looking man, who engaged attention for some time, but at 
length was withdrawn to mingle with the general mass ; on which Mr. Liddell 
continued.) May I inquire in a few words what is the source from whence the 
poor man's means of subsistence is derived I Is not his bread won, and hardly 
won, by his own labour \ Is not that labour in many, I fear in most, instances 
still more hardly paid for from his employer's pocket 1 Gentlemen, the only 
true criterion of continued and permanent employment of labour is the amount 
of profit derived from invested capital. (Hear, hear, and applause.) Now, in 
the actual state of this countiy, is the condition\>f trade such as to justify me 
in saying these profits are realized I (Hear, hear, and cheers ^^ Yes,** and *^ No, 
no.) I mamtaui they are not. (Applause^ I wish to know whether the fiumer 
c<msiders the price of his produce such as to enable him to grow that produce 
at a profit ! (Hear, hear.) I ask the diip-owner»— I ask the commercicd ship- 
owners—whether the p^cy of Free-trade is favourable to their interests 2 
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(Approbation and diMent) I will ask whether the energies of the manu&cturers 
are not over-strained ! Whether the markets of the world are not glutted with 
their produce, which according to the TimeSy (that great oracle of Free-trade,) is 
now sold at an enormous loss ! {Cheers.) Such being the condition of the country, 
the success of Free-trade has eyidently not been complete, nor is it likely to be 
so. And, then, what has been the effect of Free-trade with regard to our West 
India Colonies ! Are they not reduced by the competition of slave-grown sugar 
to a condition of absolute ruin ! Is it not the case that the very object which 
this great country had in view in the emancipation of the slaves has been de- 
feated by that &tal and ill-judged policy which has tended to mcrease the amount 
of slavery in all the other great sugar growing colonies in the world ! {Cheers,) 
l%at word Free-trade, I consider a total fallacy ; it is merely a system of free 
imports. {Applause^ How is it thut other nations are not willing to meet us, 
and to open their ports in a spirit of reciprocity which, wisely perhaps for their 
own interests, they refuse ! How is it that British Shipping is almost inter- 
dicted from the chief ports of the world, for the duties imposed on cargoes 
entering these ports are such as to amount almost to a prohibition ! How is it 
that with the corn-growing countries of Europe from which the exports to this 
country have during the last four years increased four-fold — ^liow comes it, I 
ask, that our exports to those countries of manufactured goods have declined 
twelve per cent! (Hiear, hear^ and cheers^ These facts undoubtedly show 
that the free-trade policy, as it is called, is not in all rei^pects satisfactory. 
{Cheers^ There is certainly going on at the present moment a great impulse 
in agricultural as well as other labour, but you will agree with me that the 
free-trader rather arrogantly assumes that this is the result of his policy, for 
thero have been many causes in operation to produce that result which weronot 
foreseen by those who brought that policy forward. Thero has been a lai^e 
importation of gold into this country, which was not foreseen at that j)eri<>d. 
That has tended to keep up the price of labour more than any other ciroum- 
stance. (Hiear, hear.) I will also remind you, gentlemen, of that very fearful 
calamity which was only partially foreseen at the time those free-trade measures 
were introduced — ^that which swept away two millions of the inhabitants of 
Ireland. That cireumstance, no doubt, has produced a great effect upon the 
labour market. {Applause^ But, last not least, there has been and continues 
to be from every part of the country, a steady stream of emigration of our 
sturdy labourers, and most industrious artisans ; if these men felt any security 
for employment in this country depend upon it they would not leave it to seek 
their fortunes in distant lands. There is one other cause which has tended to 
keep up the labour market, notwithstanding the prevalence of agricultural 
distress. Although we are subjected to enormous competition, we must go on-— 
we cannot stop— we are compelled to go on — and whether it pays or not we 
must employ labour to increase production ; but that state of things cannot 
continue long, because unless there be profit derived from the expenditure of 
capital — ^unless the landlord is paid, and the cultivator is paid, the labour must 
cease, for it is impossible to. go on employing labour, or conduct any extensive 
enterprizeoutof capital alone.* {Cheers^ Now, I think I mapr safely assert, tliat, 
as for as the argument has gone, I have proved that trade is not in so thriving 
a state as it is represented to be in. {Hear^ hear.) There is another very 
important question upon which I wish to say a few words, and that is the 
question regarding the grant to Maynooth College. Upon that subject, gentle- 
men, I need say Uttle ; biit, I may say that I shaU certainly be in favour of a 
committee of enquiry to investigate the use made of that grant, and if it shall 
appear from the evidence of that committee that the grant has been misapplied, 
I shall vote for its withdrawal. (Clieers.) Gentlemen, I now wish to say 
something upon the question of education. I think it is a very great mistake to 
suppose that the proprietors of land are opposed to education. I would i^peal 
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to your own senses on that point ; look round and inquire. When you see 
rising in each district thriving schools, attached to the yiUages, I would ask you 
who are the men who have built and endowed those schools I (Hear^ hear, and 
cheers.) Are they not, gentlemen, almost always the proprietors of the adjoining 
soil ! (Cheers.) These and similar facts are suf&cient to show that land-owners 
are not neglectful of the interests of the poor around them. (Cheers.) For 
myself, I wish to see the poor clothed and fed — (cheers) — and have that employ- 
ment given them by which they may earn the means of buying foo 1 and 
clothing. (Applause.) I wish to see their children educated, but I wish to see 
them educated upon sound Protestant principles. (Tremendous eheers.) Such, 
gentlemen, are my views on these important points. But I will now conclude, 
as your time is valuable, and I do not wish to detain you longer than is neces- 
sary. (Cries of ** Qp on.^*) I do not wish to say anything against my honour- 
able opponent) but I must say that there are more momentous questions to be 
decided at the present time than whether we shall have Protection or Free« 
trade. (** JVb, no,' and ^* yesy yes.^*) There are graver interests at stake than 
the mere interests of land-owners^ ship-owners, and farmers. I may say at this 
moment men are not wanting to go about amongst the classes less educated than 
others^ and less guided by their own good sense, to foment the seeds of revolu- 
tionary discord in this country-— (A^ar, hear, and *^ hisses** followed by cheers) — 
men who, under a specious pretence — (interruption) — of inculcating liberal 
reforms, are endeavouring to sap the foundation of our glorious constitution. 
(Cheers.) Do not be deluded by such men. (Cheers, and interruption.) I call 
upon you electors — I call upon the people of England at large to rally round 
the throne and the church in support of our religious and constitutional 
liberties. (This appeal uhis warmly cheered by the Conservative electors, whose 
applause drowned the discordant yells of tfieir opponents.) After the partial 
interruption the honourable gentleman continued — I beg leave to assure you 
that I come forward to ask for your suffrages with a full determination, should 
I succeed in attaining the high position which my canvass justifies me in con- 
cluding I shall hold, of devoting my energies to your service. I will consider 
it my duty, as a member of parliament, not only to attend to the great 
interests of this locality, but the general interests of the kingdom, for I hold 
that agriculture, manufactures, and commerce are intimately dependent on each 
other, and must thrive or suffer together. (Loud cheers.) It is a great mistake 
to suppose, as many people have endeavoured to inculcate, that the manufac- 
turing and agricultural interests in this country are at variance with each other. 
They are closely bound up together. It is the duty of the legislature to attend 
to both these interests — to study the advantages of the producer as well as of 
the consumer. (Applause.) And their interests ought always to be united as 
closely as possible. (Cheers^ Gentlemen, this is the first time I have bad 
the honour of addressing you, and the only reason why I have avoided doing so 
before was not that I was afraid of expressing those sentiments to you in a body. 
(Applause.) I would scorn to attempt to disguise my principles in order to gain 
the votes of thB whole of England. (Loud cheers.) Every man has a right to 
his own opinion, and I respect an honourable opponent as I do a personal friend. 
(Renewed cheers^ One reason why I have not taken an opportunity of addressing 
you was that I did not wish to provoke animosity, or to excite the feelings, of 
the people. I merely came forward and endeavoured to pay my respects to 
every elector individually. At the same time I have never pursued a canvass 
against Mr. Beaumont. (Applause^ I think Mr. Beaumont a fit and proper 
man from his position and other circumstances to represent you. (dfteer^.) 
I can appeal to the experience of the electors that I did not canvass against Mr. 
Beaumont ; but this I will say that I will continue most strenuously \o canvass 
against a second Liberal candidate. (Loud applause^ Against that unknown 
individaal who it is said is to be presented to you to-day I am not actuated by 
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any feeling of hostility, but I will do my utmost to afford the large party, whose 
opinions are in unison with my own, an opportunity of securing a representative 
of their opinions in Parliament. 

The bion. gentleman, who had been frequently interrupted by the noisy 
supporters of the ** liberal" candidates in the course of his address, retired amidst 
loud and prolonged cheering from his friends, mingled with partial disapproba- 
tion from His opponents. 

Chas. Atticus Monck, Esq. of Oakwood, then proceeded to nominate Geo* 
Ridley, Esq. as a fit and proper candidate to represent the Southern Division ; and, 
in the course of his observations, he referred to the remarks made by Mr. Coulson 
respecting the hopes entertained of inducing Mr. Beaumont to defray the expense 
attendant on the bringing forward of a second ** liberal" candidate, but he so mis- 
quoted Mr. Coulson's words, and misrepresented his observations, that the latter 
gentleman promptly interfered, and repeated his remark almost in the very same 
words in which he uttered it, adding that he had spoken in no mincing voice, 
so that any gentleman might have heard him at a much greater distance than 
Mr. Monck stood. Mr. Monck, evidently discomfited, brought his speech to a 
premature close by declaring that Mr. Beaumont had nothing whatever to do 
with bringing forward a second ^^ liberal candidate," and appealmg to that 
gentleman for the truth of that statement, 

Mr. Beaumont said :— 

Having been thus forcibly appealed to, I think it right to state that no 
application of the kind was ever made to me, and Mr. Coulson never said so, 
(Loud cries qf ** Bravo Beaumont f* followed this candid and emphatic 
declaration.) 

John Errington, Esq. of High Warden, seconded the nomination. 

George Ridley, Esq. then presented himself, and was received with partial 
cheering. He commenced by stating his reasons for appearing there that day :-*- 

I have been asked, he said, to come by the assembled constituency of the 
Southern Division of the County of Northumberland. Had I not been asked I 
should not have come ; and this also I will say, and say it truly, that if auy one 
of those resident amongst you, and more intimately connected with you by the 
ties of property than myself, had offered himself, and been acceptable to the 
constituency, I never should have presented myself. (Hear,) But circum- 
stances into which 1 need not for a moment enter obliged those persons referred 
to to decline, and then it was that those, who thought my general political prin- 
ciples in accordance with their own, asked me if I would consent to stand. The 
question for you this day to decide is to say Aye, or No to that proposition. If 
you say ** Yes," then I shall come*forward. 

The hon. gentleman then proceeded to explain his political principles, 
describing himself in favour of a ** united liberal policy." He maintained that 
experience had shewn that the policy of free-trade was sound policy, for under 
its operation all classes of the community, including the farmers and ship-owners, 
were prospiering ! These statements met with a somewhat unfavourable recep*- 
tlon amongst the practical agriculturists to whom they were addressed. The 
protective system, he contended, was wrong in principle, and he endeavoured to 
fortify his position by the following line of argument :-— 

States, from time to time, have made what we call commercial treaties ; but 
those who made these treaties found that in oider to encourage the commerce 
of thek country they must not have high and protective duties. They foand 
that they could not enlarge the commerce of their country if they went on the 
system of maintaining a prohibitive and protective scale. They would not give 
it up as a general principle ; but in every individual treaty they made, they did 
acknowledge the soundness of the policy now in force. (Cheers,) It was the 
same with the maritime laws. When the Navigation Laws were repealed, a 
few years ago, there were very few, if any, nations on the face of the earth to 
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i^bich the old maritime code referred. That distinctiye code had been altered 
by treaties made "with different countries ; and ,there were few, if any, with 
which we had not made a treaty altering the eflFect of our maritime laws. This 
of itself destroyed the policy and the supposed correctness of our old maritime 
«ode. But one thing more on the subject of the Corn Laws. In reading over 
the debates which took place on the introduction of the Corn Laws, I never 
could find that they were introduced cm the principle of protecting the pro- 
ducer. I do not think that that was ever the principle on which they were 
introduced. The ground on which they were advocated was, that it would be a 
national advantage to encourage agriculture. (Hear.) For this reason the 
importation of corn was prohibited, and a bounty was given for its exportation, 
/f you will look into these debates you will see that the case for the Corn Laws 
was placed upon the footing that the country would be cultivated and encour- 
agement given to agriculture in general. (Hear,) 

But, after all the prosperity spoken of in general terms as resulting from 
free-trade, Mr, Ridley seemed not unwilling to admit that the farmers as a class 
were suffering under its influence ; for, he said, addressing himself particularly 
to farmers : — 

You will ask me, will I do nothing to relieve you in your distress ! I will 
not leave you in the lurch . I will do as much as I possibly can. I will tell you 
very shortly what I should propose to do. Anything whatever that contributes 
to the production of the crops on your farms ; or to the stocking of your 
homesteads with cattle— anything that enters into the cost of producmg the 
staple crops of your farms — that I will endeavour to take care you shall have at 
the lowest possible prices. (Hear.) Are there any manures you want— 
anything that I may call the raw material \ These things you have a right to 
expect and demand of this very government, and these things they should 
immediately give you. (Hear.) I say the same to the ship-owner. There 
are many duties, no doubt, which now press heavily upon you, and I hope you 
will get rid of them ; but, from what occurred ten days ago, I do not think you 
will get much assistance from the present government. A bill was in the Com- 
mons lately to make a harbour at Ramsgate ; and it was proposed that vessels 
passing that harbour should pay for the lights shown there, although they 
never entered that harbour. (Hear.) It was the old principle, and belongs to 
the general subject of light dues ; but it is a perfectly wrong one. The govern- 
ment were applied to to give their assistance to throw this bill out, so that the 
ship-owner should not be taxed on so gross and bad a principle. Not more than 
one or two, if any, members of the government divided against the bill. That 
clause was thrown out, but it was done, not by the assistance of the government 
•—not by those who claim to be the friends of the ship-owner— but by the united 
exertions of individual liberal members in the House of Commons. (A voice-^ 
" Mr. Hudson did it:* Cheers.) 

On the subject of extendmg the franchise, he expressed himself as 
follows :— 

It is now twenty years that we have had experience of the working of the 
Reform BUI ; and I think the experience of that twenty years, and what we 
have seen happening in this country, justifies us in looking back to the past 
with gladness, and to the future with every degree of hope, and with a feeling 
i)f encouragement that we may extend to the great body of the people a still 
lather enjoyment of the franchise — one of the most important privileges a man 
cm enjoy. {Cheers.) I know it is an extremely difficult subject. No doubt 
:ne piinciple in theory is, that the man who pays taxes has a right to be repre- 
. nted, and, therefore, he has a right to vote for his representative. This is 
iif cording to English leiw, not modem, but very old, and to be found in black 
letter books. That is the principle in theory, but I know you cannot carry 
this out in practice. (" Oh'^ fr(m several quarters,) I ask those, who cry **0h,'* 
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to listen to me. The man who has broken the laws of his country, ought he ta 
have the franchise I Why the Republicans of France prohibited him. {Cheers,) 
You must have your limit, (a rampant radical in the crowd — ^** Then you won't 
do for uSy'* cheers and laughter.) Single women pay taxes ; but 1 am dis- 
courteous enough to think they should not have the franchise, and no doubt 
that is the opinion of those who listen to me. (" No^ no" applause and laughter,) 
But I say also that the limit ought to be extended in accordance with the grow- 
ing wealth and intelligence of the people. You must educate your people for 
the right performance of their duties, so as to make themindustriousand obedient 
to the laws. Beware how you refuse to admit the people to a fair share in the 
repesentation. That was the fault which produced the dire calamitous revolutions 
of 1848, which swept many countries from their ancient foundations ; kings fled, 
property was destroyed, and no one knew what would happen on the morrow. 
What had been the course pursued throughout the whole of Germany ! Not 
only was education encouraged by the government, but there was a fine on the 
father of the child who was not educated. Those children grew up, having 
acquired the power of thinking, and reading. They arrived at a certain age 
and were told — " You shall have nothing to do with the government of your 
country, but look on and obey." They forthwith began to think and act for 
themselves. Having no practical experience of government, they immediately, 
in trying to govern, went about at midday ** dreaming dreams and seeing 
visions" — something like our Chancellor of the Exchequer, who is always 
looking for some good thing that looms in the future." (Cheers and laughter.) 
What took place in foreign countries is a warning to us not to exclude from a 
full and just share in the government the masses of the people. (Cheers.) One 
thing I will say, though I do not mean to enter into the details of a new reform 
bill. I am in favour of giving the payer of a direct tax of 403. a year a right to 
the franchise. No one will say that is putting the franchise too low ; for the 
man who pays 40s. a year of direct taxes, has a larger stake in the country than 
the 40s. freeholder, although his property may not be in such a tangible shape. 

Mr. Ridley concluded with a few observations on national education, but 
declared himself undetermined as to the details of any general measure for 
promoting it. 

If you do not promote the education of the masses, he observed, they will 
grow up rebels to society of every shape and way. They will grow up socialists 
and revolutionists ; but if you educate them, they will not. I hold that 
religion should be the basis of your education. What the details of a general 
measure of education ought to be, not the cleverest men of this kingdom have 
been able to fathom. Difficulties beset the question on every side, but experience 
and discussion are tending to smooth these difficulties away, and a little more 
time will enable us to overcome them entirely. (Hear.) I need not detain you 
longer. There are two things we have to keep in view, the first is, to fight the 
battle, or rather, I should say, to sing the triumph of free-trade. (Loud cheers.) 

The Under Sheriff then inquired if any other gentleman had a candidate to 
propose, and receiving no answer, he proceeded to take a show of hands, which, 
as may be anticipated, from the composition and character of the meetingi was 
declared to be iu favour of the two " liberal" candidates. 

Mr. Beaumont returned thanks. He said : — 

When I first appeared before you I told you I left my case in your hands ; 
I told you it was for you to decide whether I was to be one of your representa- 
tives or not. (Applause.) I could not have done better than make such an 
appeal, even if I were anxious to be returned with or without the consent of 
this meeting, (Applause.) The feeling in my favour has been, I may say, 
unanimous. I thank the electors for the kind manner in which they have 
expressed their opinion. (ApplaUrSe.) I have presented myself to three 
thousand five hundred electors from Newcastle, Shields, Allendale, Hexham, 
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Bellingham, and Stamfordham, and by your verdict I am to be one of your 
representatives. (Cheers.) I told the electors of Newcastle, at the meeting 
that was held there, and at which I was present, tliat I should start free and 
unconnected with any person. That expression was so well received, and so 
loudly applauded, and has been so well received and so loudly applauded by 
this meeting, that I think I cannot do better than reiterate the statement I then 
made — ^that in this contest I stand alone. (Cheers.) I leave the other gentle- 
men to give what explanation they please ; it is for you to determine who shall 
represent you ; and if, at the poll, you continue to maintain the same sentiments 
towards me as you have this day expressed, I am certain of being elected. {Loud 
applause.) Having a feeling of independence myself, I wish to see it manifested 
by others. (Applause.) I am not going about with the begging- box from house 
to house soliciting aid in this election. (Loud chetting from all hut the Ridley 
party,) I know well the independence of the electors of South Northumberland 
when they supported my father, and I still wish the same feeling of indepen- 
dence should remain. (Renewed cheering.) In conclusion, I beg to thank you 
most sincerely for those kind expressions of feeling you have exhibited towards 
me. (The Hon. Candidate retired amidst long continued cheers.) 

Mr. Ridley briefly returned thimks, after which— 

Mr. Liddell said : — 

As the show of hands does not decide an election, I beg to assure the 
electors that I will leave no effort untried to secure that amount of suffrages 
that may, and I believe will, ensure my return. (Loud applause.) I will call 
upon those electors who are in &vour of supporting Lord Derby's Grovemment 
to come forward and assist me. (Renewed cheering.) I shall poll to the last 
man. (Tremendous cheering.) 

Mr. Hodgson Hinde then proposed a vote of thanks to the Under Sheriff, 
for the able and impartial manner in which he had discharged his duty on that 
occasion, which ipotion was seconded by Mr. Beaumont, and carried with 
acclamation. The Under Sheriff briefly returned thanks, and the meeting 
immediately separated.

NOMINATION OF CANDIDATES AT HEXHAM. 

The nomination of candidates for the representation of the Southern Division 
of the County of Northumberland in Parliament took place on Tuesday, July 18tfa, 
at Hexham, in the large and beautiful pasture, adjoining that ancient town, called 
the Seal, where spacious hustings had been erected for the accommodation of 
the different speakers. The attendance was not so large as on the occasion of 
the late County Meeting, when so many miners and others were imported from 
Wylam, to swill the train of the " second liberal candidate," but still the number 
assembled was considerable, and the proceedings were conducted with the greatest 
order and good humour. The High Sheriff of the County, Thos. Wood Craster, 
Esq. of Craster Tower, presided, assisted by the Under Sheriff, Henry William 
Fenwick, Esq. The hustings were, of course, occupied by the friends of the 
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respective candidates, those of Henry Geo. Liddell, Esq. being on the left hand 
of the Shert£P, and those of the two ** liberal" candidates, Wentworth Blackett 
Beaumont, Esq. and Geo. Ridley, Esq. on the right. Among the friends of Mr.

The proceedings having been formally opened, the High Sheriff called upon 
any electors to come forward and nominate a candidate ; on which, 

Wm. Ord, Esq. of Whitfield Hall, the late member for Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, stood forward to nominate Mr. Beaumont : — 

He observed, that not so long ago, it was very little in his contemplation 
that he should ever be called upon to address an audience from those hustings 
again. But, having been requested to occupy that position in favour of the 
son of an old friend {applause) whom he had stood by on former occasions on 
these hustings, and believing aJso that Mr. Beaumont was ill every way worthy, 
and also well qualified to be their representative, he could not refuse to propose 
him, however unequal he might be to the task. {Cheers,) He had said that 
he believed Mr. Beaumont to be well qualified to discbarge the duties of a member 
of parliament ; and they might be sure that if he had not thought so, no senti- 
ment of private friendship or personal regard should have induced him to re- 
commend him for so important an ofiice. But from the knowledge he had of 
Mr. Beaumont, — from the opportunities he had had of conversing with his 
young friend, and they ha4 not been few, he must say he believed him to be 
well qualified for those important duties. He believed Mr. Beaumont to have 
liberal and enlightened views upon all subjects of general politics. He believed 
him to be a sincere friend to the civil and religious liberties of his countrymen ; 
and he knew him to be an active promoter of the education of the people. His 
speeches and addresses also showed that he was firmly convinced of the truth 
and of the importance of those great principles of fi^trade and commercial 
intercourse on which he also believed the prosperity and happiness of this country 
mainly depended, — ^principles which from the days of Mr. Huskisson, however 
opposed by prejudice and ignorance, and private interest, have been gradually 
progressing, till they were placed by Sir Robert Peel, and those who had 
succeeded him, upon so firm and impregnable a position that he hoped and 
trusted that, whatever may be their inclination, no government, in future, would 
have the power to reverse them. {Cheers,) But, when they consider what 
had been the conduct, and what had been the language, during the last six years, 
of those who were now in power, one could not but feel, in spite of the enigma* 
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ticfd precessions wincli they made, — ^notwithstanding these, he said, they conld 
not but feel that those principles and those measures were in hostile hands. 
Therefore, it became their daty — ^the duty at least of all those who sympathize 
in these opinions — ^to take care that no government, whatever might be its in- 
clination, should ever have the power to reverse those measures. It was, there- 
fore, that, he hoped, without any hesitation, they would return, as their re« 
presentative in Parliament, Mr. Beaumont, who was firmly convinced of the 
value of those principles ; and not only so, but that they would also take can 
to give him a colleague holding the same liberal views. (Cheers.) It was un- 
necessary for him to detain them further ; he wished them to listen to those 
who were better worth hearing than himself ; and concluded by proposing that 
Wentworth Blackett Beaumont, Esq. be one of the members for this division 
of the county in parliament. (Cheers,) 

Mr. Aid. Lamb said :— - 

He had the honour to second the nomination of his honourable friend Mr. 
Beaumont. If they should elect him, he knew he would do his duty with zeal 
and fidelity. The attention which he had paid to every object which he under- 
took in private life, showed that he was well qualified for undertaking the high 
office to which he aspired ; and sure he was that he would be a valuable acces- 
sion to the great party with whom he would join his efforts in endeavouring to 
improve the laws of the country, to effect retrenchment in the national expendi- 
ture, and to better the condition of the working classes. With these qualifica- 
tions, he was sure Mr. Beaumont would prove an excellent representative. He 
trusted thai they would elect him, and that he would long continue a member 
for South Northumberland. 

Mr. Beaumont, who was received with loud and general applause, then 
spoke as follows :— 

Mr. High Sheriff and Gentlemen, Electors of the Southern Division of North- 
umberland, — ^If anythmg could add to the gratification of being proposed to 
your notice for the distinguished honour of being one of your representatives, it 
is the fact that I have been proposed by my hon. friend, Mr. Ord, and seconded 
by Mr. Lamb. You will not think it out of place if I make some allusion to 
the gentleman who proposed me, on account of the position which he long held 
in this county in connexion with an important part of this constituency. (Hear 
and cheers.) For a considerable time my friend has been member for New- 
castle ; and the two hon. gentlemen, who are now members for Newcastle, will 
excuse me when I mention the very general wish that health would have per- 
mitted him still to be the representative for that town. (Cheers.) We tdl 
hoped tiiat he would have closed his career as member for Newcastle ; but, it 
was otherwise decided. I need not remind you with what grierwe heard of his 
intention to retire ; and I am sure we are quite unanimous in wishing him long 
life to enjoy his private retirement. (Applause.) If, indeed, I can take Mr. 
Ord as my example — ^if I can tread in his footsteps, I shall think myself happy. 
At all events, I feel myself doubly happy in having myself proposed under his 
auspices. I also thank Mr. Lamb, my seconder. From the part he took in the 
election of 1826, thus connecting tiie past with the future, it is doubly gratify- 
ing to me. (Hear.) I am glad to have the opportunity of meeting the electors 
of this county so soon, because all kinds of reports have been spread, not only 
on the position I took as a candidate for this division of the county, but also on 
the position I took with regard to a second liberal candidate. When last I had 
the honour of appearing on these hustings, I stated that it was my intention to 
act in a perfectly neutral manner. I thought that, from the position assumed 
in the Northern Division, if I coalesced with another candidate, it would appear 
like an attempt to ride rough shod over the county. (Hear.) But, I regret 
that that neutrality should be construed into attempting to assist the gentleman 
on the other side of the hustings. (Hear^ and a laugh.) Neutrality means 
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neutrality ; and I wish the electors would express their own opinion as to who 
should be the members for this division. I never have, nor ever will, express 
a wish that my hon. friend Mr. Liddell should be one of the members for this 
division. I will not make any further personal allusion. I have the greatest 
respect for my hon. friend on the other side of the High SherifFy and I would not 
have made the allusion which I did, had not the Conservative Party built their 
hopes of success on the dissension which they may excite among us. (Applause,) 
I have said I will not coalesce ; and I have not coalesced ; nor will I. I shall 
stand perfectly neutral, and let the electors vote for those two members they 
think most fitted to serve them in the next parliament. (Applause.) I have 
now a duty to perform to my hon. friend the late member, Mr. Ogle, I should 
have been -glad if his health had permitted him to continue as your member. 
You are aware that he was very unwell lately. He wrote me a letter, an extract 
of which I will take the liberty of reading. Mr. Ogle mentions his being very 
unwell ; and then he says : — " Under these circumstances, the mingled pain 
and pleasure of bidding farewell to those constituents of both sides of the ques- 
tion, who during the period I have represented them have treated me with 
continued and marked kindness, would be too much for me. Will you have 
the kindness to tell them this, and to say that I fully reciprocate the feelings 
which my friend and colleague, Mr. Bell, had expressed for me in his farewell 
address." It is no discourtesy, but, from ill health, Mr. Ogle is unable to thank 
you for the kind confidence with which you have treated him for the last ten 
years. I have discharged the duty very inadequately of returning you thanks 
on his behalf ; but I hope you will believe that Mr. Ogle's gratitude is not 
measured by the deficiency with which I have expressed his feelings. C-^P^ 
plause.J I am aware it may be said I ought, in the addresses X have had the 
honour to issue, and in the speeches which I have delivered, to have entered 
more carefully into the difiFerent political subjects of the day — that I should 
have stated my opinions at greater length on important questions which are now 
engaging public attention. I must plead my humble excuse for not having 
done so, and I will tell you why. It cannot be expected that when one comes 
forward so young as myself, he can have formed mature opinions on all the 
great political subjects which agitate this country, (Hear.) I may say, how- 
ever, that in addition to the subjects I have mentioned elsewhere, I am most 
decidedly, as Mr. Ord has said, in favour of civil and religious liberty. (Ap^ 
plause,J My hon. friend on the other side of the hustings is in favour of Lord 
Derby. (A laugh,) He ties himself hand and foot to the tormentor. (Renewed 
laughter, and cries of " No I no!") If it is not to the tormentor. Lord Derby, 
it is to Lord Derby's Administration. (Heary hear,) His course, therefore, is 
very easy. There are no subjects on which he has to form strong pfblitical 
opinions. He asks Lord Derby what he wishes, and according to Lord Derby's 
wish he votes. (LaughteTy and " No, no*") He said so himself. What are the 
words of his address : He says, ^* I do not hesitate to declare that I am a 
decided adherent to Lord Derby's Administration." (Hear, hear, and applause,) 
I should not have exnressed any surprise at his adhering to Lord Derby's 
Administration, if I had known the political opinions of that Administration ; 
but, I find that Lord Derby comes forward in two or three months with two or 
three sets of opinions. (Jlear and laughter,) The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
holds certain political opinions different from those of Lord Derby. (Heary 
hear.) But, 1 am told they have sown their wild oats, and that they now 
intend to pursue a consistent course. (A voice — " If they can accomplish their 
purpose" J Only within the last day or two, the Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster stated on the hustings that he does not intend to give up protection, 
(Hear.) I would ask my hon. friend if he has had any special revelation on 
the subject. If so, then he is right in abandoning protection as he does ; but, 
if not, he is a bold m^n to throw oyer protection^ because I do not think hLei own 
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government has done«o. Fll tell him, if he rotes with Lord Derby he votes 
against the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, and if he votes with the 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster he votes against the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. {Hear,) I ask, can yon vote for a gentleman who does not come 
with political opinions of his own, but asks the government what theirs are. 
My hon. friend has told you, and with perfect sincerity, that he is in favour of 
the big loaf. I don't deny that he is in favour of the big loaf ; but I want to 
know at what price he puts the big loaf! (Hear^ and laughter* J He puts it 
at a big price ; but we come for the big loaf at a small price. (Applause.) Let 
my hon. friend distinctly state the price of his big loaf ; let him state the price 
of the loaf before he attempts to tell us whether he is in favour of free-trade or 
protection. When I last had the honour of addressing this constituency, I 
stated my conviction that free-trade is the only policy on which this country 
can flourish. I feel quite confident that the increasing comforts of the poor and 
their families must weigh with the farmers of this district. I can confidently 
appeal to the farmers that the prosperity of their own families and the pros- 
perity of their farms greatly depends on the welfare of the working cla£ses. 
(Applause.) I have only to remind them of this ; and I am sure they should 
abandon protection. The farmers only want to have this put fiurly and clearly 
before them. {Hear^ hear.) Protection, I believe, has done them very serious 
harm ; and though fi-ee-trade, by its being suddenly brought about, may have 
to some extent produced injury, I do not believe that a re-imposition of the 
bread tax would remedy the matter. I would remind them of a simile, which 
I have repeated to different portions of the constituency — a simile which is well 
known to all who have studied the speeches of Sir Robt. Peel. You will recollect, 
perhaps, that in the House of Commons, on one occasion, he said, ** For the sake 
of argument, I will admit that free-trade has done all this harm, but I still deny 
that a return to protection would restore prosperity; for if you throw a man out of 
the window and break his leg, do you mend matters by throwing him back again !" 
(Applause,) I wiU, however, tell the farmer how he may best seek prosperity. He 
must seek it by improved cultivation; he must seek it by giving that daily careful 
attention to those improved methods of cultivation which I am glad to see free- 
trade has already drawn his attention to ; and, I Uiink if it were only for this 
it was advisable to try free-trade, because it has drawn the attention of the 
farmer most forcibly to the fact that he cannot stand still, but, like other 
manufacturers — and the farmer is only a manu&cturer— -he must introduce 
improvements if he wishes to keep up to the march of the times and to make 
his ^ming pay. Gentlemen, it is often said that fiirming does not pay. But I 
believe it does pay ; and if it does not^ why we. the liberal free-trade landlords 
of the country, will give to you our assistance. (Oheers,) I think the honourable 
gentlemen on this side of the hustings have not been backward to assist their 
tenants by reducing their rents ; I believe, on the controiy, that we liberals and 
free-traders have been foremost in assisting: our tenants. {Cheers from the 
^ liberals,") It is only the gentlemen on the other side of the husthigs that do 
not cheer that sentiment. {Laughter^) I am, therefore, forced to believe that 
it is the Protectionists only, who have not assisted the tenant farmers. 
{Applause and laughter,) There is another point to whioh I should like to call 
the attention of the fsirmers of this district. Being a magistrate, I ought not 
perhaps ** to tell tales out of school," yet I would refer for one moment to the 
expenses that have been incurred with regard to the prosecution of felons atd 
the conveyance of prisoners. {A laugh.) The gentlemen on the opposite side 
may laugh, but I can assure you that in 1834, those expenses were amongst the 
most serious complaints which the gentry of this countrv had to make to the 
House of Commons, and, if you refer to statistics, you will find that while the 
magistrates of the borough of Leeds so managed affdrs, that the expense cf 
prosecutions only amounted to £6 each, in the county of Yofk it amounted to 

£ 
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£50. The reason of this was> the negligence on the part of the county gentle- 
men ; and I say now, that if the county farmers would look a little better to 
their own local expenditure, and if they could reduce that, they would be 
securing far greater benefits to themselres and the county generally, than they 
can ever do by looking to any assistance which the Legislature may render. I 
shall not pledge myself to any particular view on this question, but thinking 
that those burdens should be reduced, if possible, and they shall have my most 
careful consideration. {Cheers,) I would now turn for one minute longer to 
the theory of Protection and Free-trade. I maintain, that, under all circum- 
stances, it is desirable that the prosperity of the consumer and not that of the 
producer ought to be most considered. It was on these high grounds that Sir 
Robert Peel enacted Free-trade. It is the soundest policy. If you legislate for 
the producer alone, you legislate for class interests, and to class legislation tl^ere 
would be no end. You must according to that take the view which was ex- 
pressed by a mechanic the other day, on the occasion of Lord Dudley Stuart 
and Sir Benjamin Hall addressing their constituents. What did this individual 
say ! He said — ^** Every person, living by industry, should have that industry 
protected." Now, gentlemen, I think, and I believe you will agree, that that is 
the most monstrous proposition that could be devised. Supposing you have a 
machine, which is not very improbable, for the reaping of com. Then the 
labourers of this country have a right to call on the legislature for protection 
and put down that machinery. The poor Irishman who works with his hands 
and reaps your harvest, has as much right to be protected as any other persons. 
If you did this, every interest would have to be protected. The interest of 
coaches, for instance ; so that you ought not to have a railway to Newcastle ; 
though, from the pace with which the railway company send their trains, there 
would not be very great loss to the public by such protection. CA laugh.) 
That, however, would be a breach of all true principles of economy. (Hear.) 
Nay, further, shoe-makers and basket-makers would have a right to protection ; 
because shoes and baskets would be more worn if no coaches were to run ; and 
thus industry would be almost annihilated. {Hear, hear.) And now, a few 
words with regard to education. The subject, I believe, is only beginning to 
be properly understood. We hear a great deal of talk about the increase of 
population, and especially from gentlemen on the conservative sideof the question. 
They always seem to think, that as the population of a country increases, so the 
ruin of the country approaches. Instead of thinking that the prosperity of a 
people increases with its population, they think it increases in an inverse ratio, 
and that, therefore, we are getting worse. (Hear.) I would remind them, that 
if they would educate the people they need have no fear of a surplus population ; 
and I would also remind them that this is important as regards the extension 
of the elective franchise ; — ^for, before they can exercise that franchise aright 
they must be well educated. {Applause.) I would draw attention to the 
management clauses on education. {Hear, hear.) Lord Derby's Government 
have injured education by endeavouring to make it more exclusively of the 
church. (Hecr, hear.) I cannot for a moment admit this doctrine, that if 
you do not educate your children religiously, therefore you are not to educate 
your children at all. It is desirable to feed and clothe the poor ; but if you 
cannot clothe them, I wish to know if you are not to feed them \ {Hear.) Far 
be it for me to undervalue the importimce of a religious education. I think it 
of the utmost importance that whenever it is possible you should introduce two 
schools, one for religious and one for secular instruction ; but acting on the 

frinciple, that it is better to feed a man if you cannot both clothe and feed him, 
would at all events give secular education, to make the people good citizens ; 
to make the poor understand the laws by which they are governed. {Applause.) 
Let me assure the conservative party, that if they educate the minds of the 
people they need not fear that spread of democracy which Lord Derby is pleased 
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to talk about. If you educate the minds of the people, you need not then fear 
to put the government into their hands, because the poorer classes are as much, 
if not more, interested than ourselves in preserving the existing order of things. 
They know that by this means the poor man earns his bread. They know that 
if they follow those revolutionary tendencies which have disgraced and over- 
turned the different states of Europe, the poor man must be the first to sufTer. 
{Applause.) 1 should be glad to have gone into other subjects which possess an 
equal interest with the electors ; but I beg leBfre to repeat that coming forward 
as I have done so early, it is not to be expected that I should have formed de- 
cided immutable opinions on every topic. I am not one of those who are fond 
of jumping into opinions hastily. I wish to form my opinions slowly but surely 
on reason. But if there are any questions which any hon. gentleman wishes to 
put to me, I shall be happy to give him an answer. (Applatise.) I must beg 
to add one word. I have been reproached with discourtesy in not having gone 
amongst the electors so much as I ought to have done. I should be glad to 
have gone round personally and made myself acquainted with every elector; 
but it is only a fortnight ago that it was decided that a contest should take place, 
and I assure you there has been no want of courtesy. It has been suggested to 
me that some indifference was expressed the last time I appeared on these 
hustings, as to whether I should become your representative or not ; and that 
such expressions might be construed as being discourteous. Such construction, 
I can assure you, is very far from my views. I wish to treat every elector with 
the utmost courtesy ; and if such a construction has been put upon what 1 have 
said, I most humbly apologize for it. 

Sir Matthew White Uidley, Bart, of Blagdon, then came forward to pro- 
pose Mr. Liddell. He said : — 

That, having addressed the electors and others from these hustings a short 
time ago, and then proposed a gentleman to represent them, whom he was now 
about to nominate, ho should not detain them long. He felt no difficulty in 
recommending that gentleman on that occasion, and he did not now, for he was 
aware that the gentleman he referred tOj Mr. Henry George Liddell, had exerted 
himself to the utmost in visiting the electors in every part of the county, and he 
knew that he had throughout met with the most favourable and hearty 
reception. (Cheers,) That gentleman was willing and competent to serve the 
division, and he knew that, if elected, he would faithfully discharge the duties 
of the office, and justify the confidence they placed in him. 

John B, Coulson, Esq. of Swinburne Castle, seconded the nomination. He 
said : — 

He did so because he considered Mr. Liddell in every respect a fit and proper 
person to represent the southern division of the county in parliament. From his 
position in the county, his talents, and his determination to devote himself to 
the duties of the office, he considered Mr. Liddell had a decided claim upon the 
suffrages of the electors. {Applause,) He seconded the nomination of Mr. 
Liddell with pleasure^ because he belonged to a political party to whom he 
lodked with the greatest confidence for the maintenance of our glorious consti- 
tution — (applause) — ^a monarchy tempered by a legislative assembly of peers 
and commons — (applause) — a form of government best calculated to ensure the 
prosperity and add to the happiness of all classes of the community, and which 
he considered was in accordance with the wishes and feelings of the great bulk 
of the people. (Applause,) He knew that many of their opponents were equally 
anxious with us to maintain the constitution, but they had always allowed 
themselves to be forced by the pressure from without into measures of which, in 
their own hearts, they did not approve — (hear, ?iear)-— and into connection with 
men whom they feared, but hated, (Applause.) He was aware of the great 
importance of our mining and manufacturing Interests, and considered they had 
a right to a fair share in the representation of the country, but that they at 
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present enjoyed. Vast| howoTer, as those interests are, there was another of 
vital and even paramount importance; and that was the landed interest. 
{Cheers^ When the agricnltnal interest of any country is over-borne by the more 
concentrated power of the great towns and cities, then the decline and fall of that 
country is at hand. {Applause,) God forbid that such a calamity should befal 
this country. {Gheera,) The only sure way to avert it is to maintain Conser* 
yative principles. (Hear, hear,) The day might not be far distant when the 
general body of the people would be in favour of 'pToieoiion^{applau€e and 
interruptton)--^li9 meant protection in its broad sense, and extended to all classes 
of the population. {Appiause*) He was not himself there as a candidate, but 
he appeared to second the nomination of Mr. Liddell, and he would, therefore^ 
leave that gentleman to explain his own political views. At the same time he 
must say that he had the greatest confidence in the ability, and in the willingness 
of Mr. Liddell to serve the electors and promote the great and important interests 
of this division of the county in l[>arliament. 

Mr. Henry Greo. Liddell, who was accompanied to the hustings by an im- 
mense body of freeholders and gentlemen of the county, was received with great 
enthusiasm. He addressed the vast assemblage nearly as follows : — 

Mr. High Sheriff, Gentlemen, Electors of the Southern Division of the 
County of Northumberland, I have been lately informed of a fact for the first 
time during the whole course of my canvass, an^ I am rather astonished to hear 
it, coming from the lips of my opponents, for, I can only assure my friend, Mr. 
Beaumont, that until he mentioned that fact to day I never heard it even hinted 
at. {Hear, hear,) I understood Mr. Beaumont to say that the Conservative party 
wished, or understood, tiiat a coalition had been entered into between him and 
me. ("iVb, no.") That is what I understood him to say. 

Mr. Beaumont*<*-I did not mention anything of the kind. My friend, Mr. 
Liddell, is far above entering into any such secret understanding. I meant to 
say, that some of my friends, on the other side of the hustings, had been led to 
believe I was in favour of "Hir* Liddell's return. 

Mr. Liddell — By whom \ {No answer^ Well, I am glad to hear I was 
mistaken. I am extremely glad to hear it ; for 1 question the accuracy of the 
fact, and I defy any man to prove it. (Applause,) It is always an objection- 
able thing when a personal discussion arises at any meeting, and more especially 
at a public meeting, and I am not anxious to promote discussion of that kind ; 
but, if personalities had been avoided more than they have been, there would 
have been more reasons for me, upon this occasion, not to have entered into 
personal matters at all. (Applause.) To my honourable friend, Mr. Beau* 
mont, I must pay a compliment for^e courtesy shewn towards me in the one or 
two interviews we have had together, once before on these hustings, and also in 
private rooms^ and for the very acute manner in which he has thought proper to 
read and interpret my political opinions. (Hear, hear,) As a young man he 
professes to have himself no political principlea-^/tiu^A^er^ — but upon many, 
indeed all important points, 1 have made up my mind many years ago. {Cheers,) 
And I am not to be led by any taunt to give up the opinions I have formed. 
(Cheers,) My friend, Mr. Beaumont, in speaking of the farmers, made use of a 
simile which was extremely apt. He talked of throwing a man out of the 
window and breaking his leg in the first instance. (Hear, hear,) That is 
exactly the case of the farmers. {Appkkuse,) They have bad their legs broken. 
{Cheers,) But, I do not think it would mend their condition if after having 
been thrown out of the window and had their legs broken they should be thrown 
back again. {Cheers,) My hon. friend has spoken about the fatigues of his 
canvass. Judging from the words he made use of on a previous occasion, it 
would appear that the weight of the begging box had fatigued him. (lioud 
cheers,) I can only hope that my hon. friend's mental energies — {laughter) — as 
I have no doubt they 9ixe^{renewed laughterj and cries o/**Here*» Wilkinson,'^) 
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— «re a great deal strouger than his corporeal ones, for, If they should not be so^ 
I fear he will not be able to sit out the long nights of a parliamentary session. 
{HeaTy hear ; ^' Send him to Duneton Lodge /" laughter and applause.) That is 
all said in the most perfect good humour. (Laughter ; ** Ht^s like his father J^) 
I respect my excellent friend, and although our acquaintance has been but 
short, I hope it will long continue, and year by year increase, and become more 
intimate. {Applause.) I will now leave those personal matters, and proceed to 
the business which has brought us here this day. Since I last had the honour 
of addressing you, a great change has taken place. The labours of the session of 
1852 have been closed, and Her Majesty has called upon the country to elect a 
new parliament ; and you, gentlemen^ are called upon to-day to choose whom you 
shall have to represent you. {Applause^ In the aspect of affairs in this county 
a great change has taken place. (Hear^ hear,) A third candidate, held for some 
time in terrorem over the heads of the electors, has made his appearance amongst 
you in the person of my friend Mr. George Ridley. {Hear, hear.) There is a 
great deal of talk about no monopoly. I do not think the Conservative party 
are prepared to acquiesce in the proposal of the Liberal party to monopolize 
the whole of the representation of this division of the county. (Cheers.) But, 
I believe, that on the contrary, they are prepared to assert their rights and 
maintain their Independence, and that they are determined to uphold the glorious 
cause in which they are embarked against, and in defiance of, all assailants. 
(Cheers,) I have just stated that the session of 1852 has been lately closed. 
During the period which it sat, shorter by six weeks than any previous session, 
the administration of Lord Derby has devoted more time to legislation and less 
to idle talk than any administration that has preceded it. (Cheers.) The 
government of the Earl of Derby have succeeded, during the short time they 
have directed public affairs, in carrying through parliament eighty-eight 
public, and one hundred and ninety-eight private bills, involving a lai^e amount of 
property, and affecting more or less important interests, both public and private. 
(Cheers.) They have passed an act for the extension of religion in our colonies. 
(Hear.) They have introduced important changes in the courts of law and equity 
— (applause) — so that the dangerous Charybdis, into which so many of us have 
been unfortunately driven, hfis been partially stripped of its rocks and shoals— 
(hear, hear) — the progress of suits in Chancery has been facilitated, and the ex- 
penses of them dimimished. (Cheers.) And, in spite of the opposition raised 
against them, they succeeded in passing the Militia Bill. (Applause and in^ 
terruption.) I hear a great cry against the Militia Bill ; and I attribute the 
excessive uneasiness which is manifested by the gentlemen who make that cry 
to the prospect of their own employment. (Cheers and laughter.) In addition 
to those measures, valuable and important as they are, a constitution has been 
formed for the colony of New Zealand, so that the advantages of the glorious 
constitution under which we live will be henceforth extended to that distant 
ifdand. (Laud cheers.) These are only a few of the advantages which the ad- 
ministration of Lord Derby has already conferred upon this country ; and, there- 
fore, I do say that I am lustified in the impression, nay, in -entertaining the 
certain conviction, that the governn^ent of Lord Derby is capable of conducting 
the affairs of this great country in a manner satisfactory to the public, and bene- 
ficial to the nation. (Loud cheers.) I have already stated that I am not in 
favour of the re-imposition of a duty upon food ; but I now say also that I am 
not an advocate of that very falsely termed system of free-trade at present in 
existence. (Hear, hear, and applause^ I maintain that the existing system is 
not one of free-trade, but one of fettered trade. (Cheers^ I maintain that free- 
dom of intercourse and exchange that constitutes free-trade does not exist. I 
maintain that the agricultural, and shipping, and colonial interests of the country 
were suffering from the effects of that one-sided system. (Cheers.) Any 
measures brought forward for the relief of those interests, should you do me the 
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honour of returuing me to parliament, shall receive my humhle support. (Ap- 
plaitse.) My honourable friend, Mr. Beaumont, has said that being a young 
man I have no right to have any fixed political principles. {No, no, Mr. 
Beaumont — ** I never said so.") 

Mr. Hodgson Hinde — You said you could not be expected to make up 
your mind upon every point. 

Mr. Beaumont — " Yes," and cheers* 

Mr. Liddell — I say upon all the leading points I have made up my mind, 
although 1 am a young man. {Cheers.) A great deal has been said, gentlemen, 
about the energies and enterprize of the people of this country. I admit those 
energies are enormous, and that enterprize extraordinaiy ; but, gentlemen, the 
best horse may be over-ridden, and the strongest back may be broken if the 
burden is too heavy for it to bear. {Applaiue.) It is for these reasons that 1 
oppose the present system of what is falsely called free-trade. (Applause. J It 
is because I am anxious to promote the interests and welfare of the working 
classes — ^because I do not wish to see the British labourer, and British seaman, 
brought low by a minimum scale of profit to the level of the ill-fed foreigner, 
that I am not in favour of free-trade as it at present exists. {Applause and 
interruption,) Upon matters of education I have not had an opportunity of 
informing myself so much as I ought ; but I shall hereafter make that subject 
my study. But, this I will say, that I am anxious to see education extended 
through the country to the utmost extent compatible with the maintenance of 
our institutions, and, at the same time, I would not like to see our educational 
system removed from the watchful superintendence of our Protestant Clergy. 
(Applause.) It may seem an unjust thing that persons should be called upon 
to pay church-rates to a church to which they do not belong, but it ought to be 
remembered that they purcliased their land subject to their burdens. And with 
respect to education generally, I can only repeat the observations of Lord Derby, 
that he wished to look upon all engaged in spreading knowledge as fellow- 
labourers rather than as rivals in the war which they conjointly waged against 
the powers of vice and ignorance. {Applause.) In that sentiment I entirely 
concur. {Applause.) 1 am anxious to see the labour and industry of the country 
duly protected. Mr. Beaumont has spoken of the tide of emigration flowing out 
of this country ; that would not be, if those parties who emigrate were happy 
and prosperous in this country, as they are said to be, under the operation of 
free-trade. (Hear, hear, and applause.) 1 should dread the day when the 
landed interest of this country should fall into the hands of the labouring classes ; 
and I will tell you why. I have not lived in the time, but I have heard and 
read of it, when those classes acquired an ascendancy in a neighbouring country, 
and the whole institutions, social and political, were swept away. {Hear.) I 
respect the working classes, but I think that without education they are not fit 
to participate in the legislation of this great country. {Applause and interruption.) 
1 look upon the landed interest of England as the great security for the main- 
tenance of our commercial system, and the support of our national credit ; and 
unless the landed interest be supported we shall lose the high position which we 
have maintained so long. {Applause.) Before I conclude I must express my 
fervent gratitude for the manner in which I have been received in all parts of 
this division of the county during my canvass. Whether in the mines of the 
far west, or the ports of the east — whether in the factory or the farm-yard, I 
have never heard one single uncivil word from the electors of this division of 
the county of Northumberland. {Applause.) On the contrary, I have uniformly 
been received with kindness, and treated with hospitality by the electors. I 
have shared in their good fare ; I have sat by their firesides, and I have always 
been treated by them as an old friend. {Cheers.) Gentlemen. I will only add 
that I stand here one of three candidates for the independent suffrages of the 
electors of this division ; and each stands upon his own bottom, to use a some- 
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what familiar phrase. The first time I heard of a coalition was this day, and 
from a quarter that I least expected it, and referred to a quarter, too, 
v^here it never would have been accepted. (Loud applause,) Grentlemen, I 
stand here prepared to fight /i fair battle, on fair ground, and in a fair field. 
(Applause,) The promises of support which I have received leave no doubt as 
to the result of this contest ; and if, by a majority of votes of the electors of 
South Northumberland, I am returned to that position of which I confess I am 
ambitious, and should be proud to fill, it shall be my constant study, to the best 
of my ability, to promote the great interests of this important county, and 
justify the confidence you are pleased to repose in me. (The honourable candi- 
date concluded Timidst loud cheering.) 

Mr. J. B. Blackett, the newly elected member for Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
then came forward to propose Mr. Geo. Ridley. He said : — 

In doing so, he felt the greatest pleasure and satisfaction ; first, because, 
after many years of intimate personal acquaintance with him, he knew him to 
be the sincerest and most uncompromising of reformei-s — (cheers) — ^and in the 
next place, because he came before them, brought forward and backed by the 
united strength of the liberal party in the county. [A voice — ^^ He^s from the 
Quayside.''^ ^® knew that Mr. Ridley had been called the Newcastle 
Candidate, and some gentleman called out he was from the Quayside. 
But if that was the case, — ^if he did come from thence — ^he was proud to 
say that he was enabled to represent on his behalf no small portion of the in- 
telligence, liberality, and wealth of Newcastle ; and he despised the fooUsh argu- 
ment which would attribute any inferiority to a candidate selected from that 
great town constituency. On the contrary, he thought it one of the most 
fortunate circumstances in the constitution of this country, that the great 
manufacturing and commercial names of Newcastle had so successively and so 
constantly blended themselves with the territorial aristocracy of the country. 
(Applause,) But it so happened that, proud as he should feel to present a New- 
castle Candidate, that denomination with respect to his friend Mr. George 
Ridley was as unfounded as it could be. He then ran over the list of re- 
quisitionists to the High Sherifi^ for the late County Meeting, selecting the very 
few of mark and standing, but carefully omitting those of the Synagogue Saints, 
the dramatists of the Theatre Royal, and the hermit of Carville Hall. Mr. 
Ridley, he remarked, in conclusion, came forward on fixed principles. His 
principles wero those of a liberal, and if they sent him to Parliament, they 
would send an unflinching advocate of free-trade, civil and religious liberty, and 
reform. 

The Rev. E. C. Ogle, of Bedlington, seconded the nomination. He said : — 

It had not been his good lot to have enjoyed so intimate an acquaintance 
with Mr. Ridley as Mr. Blackett had done, yet if he didnot believe his principles 
were such as to justify him in recommending him, nothing would have in- 
duced him to second that gentleman on this occasion. 

Mr. George Ridley, then came forward, and was received with bursts of 
enthusiastic and' oft-repeated cheering. He said :— 

Mr. High Sheriff and Gentlemen, once more I appear before you as a can- 
didate for your suffrages, and publicly and plainly to declare to you the 
principles upon which I seek your countenance and support. As I have so 
lately and so often addressed assembled bodies of the constituency, I do not think 
it necessary to-day to trouble you at any great length. I am one of those who 
consider that when a man seeks to enter into public life, he should have fixed his 
political principles. That I have done. Had I not done so, I should not have 
had the presumption to answer the call you made upon me. I have stated all 
my thoughts and opinions to you before ; I have nothing new to declare, except 
one fact, that in the course of my canvass and my intercourse with this con- 
stituency, I have received, from all classes of electors, whose suffrages I have 
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solicited, the most perfect confirmation of the opinions I ventured to address 
unto you. (Cheers') Yes, gentlemen, the labourers, the tradesmen, the ship- 
owners, and the agriculturists have alike tendered me their support. ( JTear, and 
applause,) The labourer has told me that he is better fed, and has more money 
to save from his personal expenses for the food, clothing, education, and enjoy- 
ment of his family ; the tradesman has told me he sells more and is paid better ; 
and the ship-owners, among which class I have many and many supporters, 
have assured me they are not suffering to the extent which some would wish you 
to believe is the case. Down the Tyne, on the east, I have ample reason to 
believe that the shipping interest is not at a very great discount. New ships are 
being built ; those who build them are fully employed ; and, having received 
promises of support from gentlemen engaged in shipping and ship-building, I 
am warranted in saying that they confirm the opinions which I have expressed 
to the electors of this division here and elsewhere. Again, I say, and I 
am proud to say it to the gentlemen on the left side of the hustings, I 
have the support of the tenant-farmers of this county. {Hear, hear^ and cheers,) 
That they are not unanimous I admit ; if it were so, there would be no contest ; 
but they assured me that they do not wish to have a restoration of the protec- 
tive duties on coin or cattle. They assure me that arrangements have been made, 
and are still making, to enable them fully and fairly to meet the new system 
under which they are called upon to cultivate their land, and they have expressed 
to me their very great dislike that those arrangements should be interfered with. 
They have assuied me tbat an alteration of the arrangements, which have been 
made, would do them ii;**aitely more harm than any protective duty that could 
be imposed on corn or ct .tie would do them good. I have this from their own 
lips, and if you wish to have confirmation of the statement, you will find among 
yourselves many going freely and willingly to the poll to give me their support. 
I repeat, therefore, gentlemen, once more, that I am an advocate of the&ee-trade 
system in all Its branches, and I have every reason to be so, for whether I look 
to the public revenue, or to the condition of the people employed in every 
description of labour, I find that the country is in a prosperous state, and that 
whilst employment is abundant, comforts and enjoyments are more widely 
extended among all classes of the population. To reverse a policy which has 
accomplished results like these is not only a thing to be avoided, but sincerely 
and deeply to be deprecated. 1 will stand then by the principle of free-trade, 
and not only will I uphold and confirm it, but I will further it in every direc- 
tion. {Cheers^ Again let me say here, that I^am an advocate for the extension 
of the franchise — [applause) — ^and my honourable opponent, Mr. Liddell, having 
stated in his address that during the course of his canvass he met with a great 
increase of intelligence amongst those he visited, I trust I shall be able shortly 
to congratulate him on assisting me to extend that franchise. {Cheers and 
laughter) I am not for hasty or rash legislation. I seek no innovations what* 
ever ; but, I find the foundations of the constitution of this country so broad, so 
strong, so cemented by time, that they are able to bear a superstructure. ( Cheers,) 
I would open wider the gates that admit the people to the franchise, and 
support those foundations, with what I deem pillars for their support and their 
ornament. {Qrei^t cheering.) The next subject on which I wish to declare 
again my most unreserved opinion is that of religious liberty. (Heary hear,) 
You must maintain that principle to its fullest extent. {Applause,) If you 
place upon people of different creeds burdens and offices for serving their country 
when called upon, you must not refuse to them honours voluntarily offered 
by constituencies of the country. {Hear, hear,) Religious liberty and free- 
dom is the greatest boon that the country enjoys, and if you once interfere with 
that principle and endeavour to check it, sure I am you will rue the day most 
seriously, because then you will create a scene of contest, which ends, we know 
how, before we had religious liberty guaranteed to tlds country. (A voice. 
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** Wili you state whether hy religiaus liberty you mean equity") I mean equity, 
to be sore. I mean by religious liberty that no man is to be interfered with 
in the full exercise of his worship, or his civil and political duties and rights. 
I wish no man to pay for aoy other man's religion. (Renewed applause,) 
Gentlemen, I wish to repeat again that I am strongly in favour of promoting 
the education of the people, and I have stated b^ore in one of the meetings I 
addressed in Newcastle, that I consider religion should be the basis of any 
education. Let me distinctly explain what I mean by that. I do not mean to 
say that the people are to be educated in this or that particular form of religion, 
— I say that the first things to teach a child are those eternal truths from which 
he will learn, as he grows up, to fear his God and do his duty to his fellow- 
creatures. (Loud applause,) Such, Gentlemen,' are the public principles upon 
which I seek your suffrages, and I trust that I have made them known to you 
fully. {HeaVy fiear,) I ask now what are the opinions of the government that 
has made this appeal to the country, and I defy any man, even amongst them- 
selves^ to tell me what their intentions or their principles are. (Loiid cheers,) 
They have not decided upon them ; they say to the constituencies of this 
country — ** Return us a majority in the House of Commons, and then we will 
tell you, according to the majority you send up, what we wUl do." {Prolonged 
applause,) They are not sure, if we may beUeve all we hear, that they will 
not restore Protection, (ffeary hear,) An honourable gentleman, a member 
of the government, who is, I believe, a candidate for one of the divisions of 
Lincolnshire, stated decidedly the other day that the government have no idea 
of abandoning protection. Whom are we to believe,— the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, or the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster ! I say that for the 
Grovemment to appeal to the country, witiiout stating the principles upon which 
they seek the confidence of Uie constituencies, is an unfair, uncandid, and 
unconstitutional way of seeking the confidence of the British Nation, (Ap^ 
plause,) I am sure that the returns already made from the different parts of 
the country will support the result of t^is contest, and that the confidence 
so asked will be withheld from them. {A voice from the Tory side-''* Sit 
down,") No, sir, I have one word more to say, and then I will release you, if 
it is your pleasure. Grentlemen, we have heard some talk to-day, — and I have 
heard it during the course of my canvass, — about coalitions. I confess that I 
think, when we know what is going on in the Northern Division of thisKllounty, 
no sQch great objections should have been made to a coalition in this part of the 
county, but this I can tell you that I was asked to come forward by the con- 
stituency of this division of the county of Northumberland for the purpose of 
securing the return of two liberal members. I have laboured to accomplish 
that — ^it was my duty to the gentlemen who brought me forward to labour for 
that object ; I have laboured, and I will continue to do so till the end of the 
contest ; I glory in my labour, and I believe I have succeeded. (Loud and 
prolonged cheers,) Gentlemen, there is a coalition, but not such as I have be- 
fore referred to ; it is a coalition of much greater influence, and of much greater 
importance and weight, and it is one which my opponents cannot in the slightest 
degree object to, and one which I believe they cannot overcome. (Applause.) 
It is a coidition of public feeling, of public opinion, not in my favour alone, but 
in fisivour of the return of two liberal members for the Southern Division of the 
County. {Great cheering.) I am sure that those who have this day met me 
from North Tyne and South Tyne, from East and Wes^ will not again refu£e 
to meet me at the different polling booths, to carry out the object for which I 
was brought forward by them. I have done ; my case is nilly and wholly 
before you, and with confidence I anticipate your y^ict. (Cheers,) I beseech 
you, I warn you, as I would warn every other constituency I might address, 
trifle not with those who may appear before you, and seek to become public 
men, — ^give your votes without fear and &vour to those whom you think best 
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• 
qualified to represent you, — {loud applause^ — and sure I feel that the principles 
which I hare advocated before you, tend to the safety, the honour, and the 
welfare of our Soyereign and her dominions, and bring at the same time to your 
own homes and to your own hearths, happiness, contentment, peace, and plenty. 
(Applause^) 

The High Sheriff then called for a show of hands for the respective candi- 
dates, and declared it to be in favour of Mr. Beaumont and Mr. Ridley, on 
which a poll was demanded on behalf of Mr. Liddell. The Sheriff then fixed 
the polling to be on Friday and Saturday, and the declaration on Monday. 

Mr. Beaumont then moved a vote of thanks to the High Sheriff, and, in 
doing so, he observed that — 

Though he was not in favour of a coaliton with the other Liberal Candidate^ 
he must express a most sincere hope that Mr. Ridley would be returned as one 
of their representatives, because he should not be treating fairly the party with 
whom he had hitherto acted, nor be doing justice to his own opinions, if he did 
not say that Lord Derby's Administration ought to receive no support from the 
Southern Division of the County of Northumberland. 

Mr. Ridley seconded the vote of thanks to the High Sheriff, ^hich was 
carried by acclamation, and the proceedings terminated. 

At the close of the proceedings, it being Market Day at Hexham, the three 
candidates proceeded to canvass the electors. The most marked success attended 
Mr. Liddell lind his numerous band of zealous friends, whilst great indifference 
was shewn towards Mr. Beaumont, whose speech on the hustings had created 
the utmost dissatisfaction, inasmuch as, with recent loud professions of neutrality 
and Independence, he had now all hut thrown off disguise and avowed himself a 
party to the coalition. Such vacillating conduct lost him a considerable number 
of votes. The respective candidates issued new addresses to the electors imme- 
diately, and in all directions preparations were made for the polling, which was 
appointed to take place on the following Friday and Saturday. 



THE POLLING— FIRST DAY. 



The battle has heen fought in South Northumberland and gallantly won* 
The official declaration of the poll, says the Newcastle Journal^ has not yet been 
made, as it cannot be until after four o'clock this day, (July VJ^ but the result 
is known, and that without the spirit of prophecy. Mr. Henry Liddell rides 
triumphantly over the ground. But, Mr. Botherem has the credit of the race, 
for he is placed at the other end, and may claim the merit due to the Irish Nag 
that drove all the other horses before him. What, an attempt to establish a 
monopoly of representation, after other monopolies have been or were intended 
to be swept away ! If we are to progress with the spirit of the age, and join 
the general march of civilization and improvement, let us have no truant clogs 
at our ankles, or drags upon our chariot wheels. The Manchester School of 
politicians, and the ancient «* fiEunily" party have seen their day. Enervated to 
the last degree, and condemned by public opinion, the several members of the 
*' family" cabinet have suffered what may be termed a spontaneous dislocation. 

In prospect of victory it would ill become us to dwell at length on the 
salient points of the contest. That a coalition between the two ** liberal" candi- 
dates, as they please to designate themselves, has been attempted is apparent, 
but that attempt has been effectually frustrated so fax* A few hours will termi- 
nate the battle of independence in which the electors of the Southern Division 
of Northumherland are now engaged. Of the result we may speak with confi- 
dence — a confidence inspired by the hope that every Conservative Elector un- 
l)olled will go at once and plump for Mr. Liddell. 
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During the whole of Friday July the 16tb, the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed at the several polling districts throughout the division, hut particularly 
at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, supposed to he the stronghold of the "liberal" party. 
The High Sheriff of the County had engaged apartments at the Central Station, 
to which the returns from the several districts were conveyed, at stated periods, 
and the official announcement was duly issued from the office of the Newcastle 
Journal, and communicated by telegraph through the Post Master General to 
Government, and the chief organs of public opinion throughout the kingdom. 
The first announcement was the following : —

This result, so unexpected by the *' libera?' party, spread dismay and con- 
sternation over the camp. The hermit of Carville Hall retired to his recluse 
abode to meditate upon the, to him, astounding fact. The Tribe of Israelites 
assembled in the synagogue, and Temple Street was for once a scene of most 
extraordinary excitement. The spacious vestibule of the Theatre Royal could 
not contain the mighty phalanx, who claim from thence to issue their mandates 
to the independent electors of Northumberland. Throughout the town the 
aspect of the ^^ liberal" party was gloomy in the extreme, and their doleful 
countenances exhibited a melancholy contrast with those of their exhilirated 
opponents* 

The second announcement of the poll was made as follows :-—

The second return embraced the whole of the polling districts, and Mr. 
Liddell led as before by a large majority. The final return reached Newcastle 
shortly after six o'clock, and was announced as follows, the serfs of Allendale^ 
five hundred of whom had been created '* faggot votera" in the most unscrupulous 
manner by the late Mr. Beaumont in order to swamp the independence of the 
county, having been required by their lord and master to record their votes for 
Mr. JBeaumont, who was thus placed in a small majority : —

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The final announcement was made at Mr. Liddell's Committee Room in 
Westgate Street, from the window of which the honourable gentleman addressed 
the electors : — 

He commenced by congratulating the meeting on the result which had been 
achieyedy notwithstanding the utmo^ exertions which had been made by his 
opponents, who had evidently formed a coalition, as the polling at the different 
voting places indicated. He had sat three hours in the polling booth at AUen- 
dale in the course of the morning, and during the whole of that time there were 
not more than four plumpers recorded for Mr, Beaumont. {Hear^ hear^ Now, 
it was an old saying that the battle was never lost until it was won. {pheers^ 
He did not think his cause in the present case at all in danger. {^AppUmse^ 
The spirit exhibited by the electors on his behalf was most gratifying, and if 
they continued their exertions, as he had no doubt they would do, he had the 
greatest confidence of being at the head of the polL The hon. gentleman retired 
amidst the most enthusiastic cheering. 

Mr. Hodgson Hinde having been loudly called for, next presented himself, 
and was received with every manifestation of hearty feeling. He observed :— 

That as Mr. Liddell had to contend with a formidable and well organized 
opposition— a coalition of two against one — the only means of successfully 
meeting it was for every friend of Mr. Liddell to poll a plumper. (Zotid 
applatiseJ) Li the small but independent village of Howdon Mr. Liddell had . 
on his canvass no less than forty- five plumpers promised^ and not one of these 
promiseshad been broken, although the votershad been plied night and day by the 
partizans of the coalition to do so. {Lovd cheers.) In the village of Cullercoats 
a similar spirit of manly Independence amongst a very humble class of 
' individualB, the fisJiermen, had been exhibited. {Cheers^ And he hoped the 
independent electors of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, as well as those residing in other 
districts of the division, who had not yet recorded their votes, would rush to the 
poll at an early hour in the morning, and place Mr. Liddell in such a position 
as to deter the busy meddlers who had interfered with this election from pro* 
ceeding further. {Loud cheers^ He congratulated them on the result of the 
first day's poUing, and he confidently hoped that when he should next address 
them, as probably he would do on the close of the poll on Saturday evening, he 
should have the satisfaction of calling upon them to give three cheers for Mr. 
Liddell as a county member, returned by a large majority at the head of the 
poll. (Tremendous cheering.) 

An unanimous call was then made for the Hon. Henry Thos. Liddell, who 
was observed at the window of the committee room, to which the honourable 
gentleman responded, and, on coming forward to address the assembly, was re- 
ceived with enthusiastic applause. He also congratulated the electors on the 
result of their exertions, and assured them that, if the candidate who had al- 
ready received such a measure of support as had been given to him should be 
returned, as he confidently hoped he would be, he would do his utmost to pro- 
mote the great interests of this important district, and discharge his duty in 
every branch of tiie public service. 

Sir Matthew White Ridley, Bart, was next called upon, and, on presenting 
himself, was received with the most enthusiastic plaudits. He said — 

He had brought the return from Stamfordham, and was happy to state that 
there Mr. Liddell stood at the head of the poll — {cheers)-^ position which he 
hoped he would retain. {^Loud cheers.') But he might state that there, as well 
as at Allendale, the plumpers were for Mr. Liddell, and the splits for Beaumont 
and Ridley. (Hear, hear,) If the two " liberal" candidates had not personally 
canvassed in conjunction, the parties who had acted for them had done so. 
{Hear, hear.) He trusted, however, that the coalition which had been formed 
against Mr. Liddell would be signally defeated, and that the return at the close 
would exhibit him at the head of the poll. (Tremendous cheering. J 
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In closing^ this account of the proceedings of the first dajr's poUingf, con- 
tinues the Newcastle JournaJy it is only necessary to oheerve that, as Mr. Liddell 
has heen throughout this election decidedly the popular candidate, if the electors 
do their duty to themselves, as we cannot doubt they will, and give effect to 
their feelings as displayed on this and on every occasion when Mr. Liddell has 
presented himself to their notice, they will give the death-blow to a party who 
without stake or influence in the county have most unjustifiably attempted to 
dictate to the electors, and monopolise the representation of the divison. 

THE POLLING— SECOND DAY. 

The close of the poll was announced in a second edition of the New- 
castle Journal^ published on the evening of Saturday, July l7th, and was 
hailed with an enthusiasm seldom witnessed. The town had been in a state of 
great excitement during the whole of the day, and, as each official list was sac- 
cessively issued from the office of that journal, and posted in various parts of 
the town, the intelligence communicated was welcomed with tumultuous ap- 
plause and unrestrained outbursts of cheering. An immense assemblage con- 
gregated in front of Mr. Liddell's Committee Room, in Westgate Street, and 
awaited the appearance of that gentleman, who, it was announced, would ad- 
dress the electors from the window at seven o'clock in the evening. Mr. Lid- 
dell, Mr. Hodgson Hinde, the Hon. H. T. Liddell, Mr. Bell, and Sir Matthew 
White Ridley, Bart, severally addressed the vast assembly, congratulating the 
electors on the glorious victory which had been achieved in the Southern Divi- 
sion, and urging them to successful action in the Northern Division of the 
County. The speeches were short and to the purpose, but were received with 
great enthusiasm by the assembled multitude. The gross poll, at the final close,

DECLARATION OF THE POLL AT HEXHAM. 

The official declaration of the poll for South Northumberland was made 
from the hustings erected in the Seal, at Hexham, on Monday, July 19th, by the 
High-Sheriff, Thos. Wood Craster, Esq. The occurrence of the nomination 
for the Northern Division of the County at Alnwick, on the same day, may, to 
some extent, have lessened the number of county gentlemen and otheis present 
at Hexham. Nevertheless, there was a good array of gentlemen on the hustuigs, 
and the crowd in front numbered about three or four thousand. Heniy George 
Liddell, Esq. who, with a la^e body of supporters, had arrived from Newcastle 
that morning by special train, was the first to make his appearance on the 
hustings. He took up his place to the left of the Sheriff. The hon. member 
was surrounded by a numerous and influential body of friends, including :—

Mr. Ridley, the defeated candidate, was the next to arrive, and, after some 
delay, Mr. Beaumont also made his appearance. The two ^' liberal" candidates 
were accompanied hy Mr. J. B. Blackett, M.P. Charles Atticus Monck, Esq. 
John Errington, Esq. Edward Riddell, Esq. William Henry Charlton, Esq 
Charles Bacon Grey, Esq. and others of inconsiderable note. Mr. Beaumont 
occupied the place on the hustings immediately at the right of the Sheriff, and 
Mr. Ridley was to the right of Mr. Beaumont, on the extreme end of the 
hustings. The reception of Mr. Beaumont and Mr. Ridley was rath«r cold, 
and by no means partook of the enthusiasm which welcomed Mr. Liddell, 
whose friends, comprising a strong body of yeomen and gentlemen, occupied 
the ground immediately in front of their favourite candidate, while, adjoining 
them, and immediately before the Sheriff, were a parcel of labourers, half-grown 
men, and boys, some without shirts or caps, and in ragged attire, who appeared 
to have been hired for the occasion to place themselves as near as possible to 
Mr. Liddell, and prevent him from being heard, while astride the paling, in front 
of the hustings, was the '^ village patriot," John Ridley, of Hexliam, who protested, 
ever and anon, agaiust the Newcastle Police having been called to assist in keeping 
the peace, and asseverated that no candidate should be heard who did not repudiate 
havmg had a hand in bringing them there. " Dismiss the police" was, in short, 
the rallying ciy of the shirtless mob. But, it so happened that, while the denial 
of the Liberal Candidates that they had anything to do with the police was 
considered sufficient, and they were then allowed to address the assemblage, 
the equally distinct disclaimer of Mr. Liddell was not accepted unless the 
police were also sent away, the hero of the paling confidently undertaking, 
amidst roars of laughter, that ** he would be responsible for the peace of the 
town." Of course, all that was wanted was the absence of the police, in order 
to afford an opportunity for the brickbat and bludgeon practice which the body 
in the centre of the crowd had been hired to take in hand. Each candidate, we 
may mention, was preceded to the hustings by band an^ banner, the colours of 
Mr. Liddell being red and white, those of Mr. Beaumont white, and Mr. Ridley 
red, yellow, and white. 

The High Sheriff, who was received with loud applause, opened the pro 
ceedings by announcing the number of votes polled for each candidate. He 
said the numbers were — 

For Mr. Beaumont 2,306 

For Mr. Liddell 2,132 

For Mr. Ridley 2,033 

He, therefore, declared Wentworth Blackett Beaumont, Esq. of Bywell 
Hall, and Henry George Liddell, Esq. of Eslmgton Park, duly elected two 
knights of the shire to serve for the Southern Division of the County of North- 
umberland in the ensuing Parliament. The mention of Mr. LiddelFs name as 
one of the successful candidates was received with prolonged applause, that of 
Mr. Beaumont with comparative indifference. 

Mr. Beaumont then addressed the electors. He said : — 

He had to apologize to them for detaining this meeting so long, but the 
reason was, that he had been so well received by his good friends the people of 
Hexham — (" Have you anything to do with the police ?" from the knight of the 
paling^ He had made it a point in every meeting— -(/S^ou^ from the same 
quarter ^ " Answer the question.'^) He believed the honourable gentleman was 
not in order in asking falm such a question, but as the Sheriff^ had permitted him 
to ask it, he would say he had nothing whatever to do with the police. {Ap^ 
plause.) The cause of his delay was, that the people had taken the horses out 
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of his carriage, and dr^wn him into the town. (Applause, J On any occasion 
such a reception could not he other than gratifying, hut it was the more so on 
this occasion, as they had placed him at the head of the poll hy a very consider- 
able majority. After the many opportunities.he had had of offering any remarks 
he might wish upon political topics, it was not his intention to detain them 
long, but he felt bound to thank them most sincerely for having placed him, as 
the third member of his name, at the head of the poll. He assured them this 
was a result which he had hardly dared to look forward to, that one so young, 
and appearing before them personally unknown to a large portion of the con- 
stituency, should have been elected to the high and distinguished position of 
being their representative. He should not allude to the circumstances of this 
contei&t further than to say, that, having been so placed at the head of the poll, 
having been so confided in, it would be his earnest and sincere desire, his great 
anxiety, to do his duty in the position which they had placed him in — fap- 
plausej-^thai whether in private life continuing to reside among them, or 
whether in public life in the capacity of their representative, it would always 
be his great desire to further the welfare of the poorer classes in this country — 
(applause and hisses) — and especially of this division of the county and of this 
town. He would caution them against one thing, and that was, from believing 
too much in agricultural distress. It had been said over and over again, among 
others by Mr. Bell, that in consequence of free-trade measures the country was 
going to ruin. He appealed to the prosperous state of the country as proof of 
the reverse ; and, if that was not enough, he would point to the happy faces 
around him in this assembly, most of whom were connected with or dependent 
upon agriculture, that this country was not being ruined. He would not detain 
them further excepting to make a remark or two as to some peculiar features of 
the poll. At the last contest, in 1832, something like 4,600 polled in this divi- 
sion, and, though it wa» twenty years since the last contest, which then took 
place, a like number polled in 10^2. This was a most extraordinary coincidence. 
He also wished to point out the ifelative position which the two parties still 
continued to bear in several of tl^ local polling places. It was noticeable in 
Allendale especially — {laughter, groanSy aud interruption,) — that his excellent 
friend, Mr. Bell, received 41 votes in 1832, and that his excellent friend, Mr. 
Liddell, received 43 now. (Hear,) In 1832 his late father received 388 votes, 
in 1852 he had the honour of receiving 354. His friend, Mr. Ridley, had 
received 29G, and his venerable friend, Mr. Ord, had received 249. In Belling- 
ham he found that 45 had polled in 1832 for his father, and, in 1852, 85 for 
himself ; for Mr. Liddell 134 had polled, for Mr. Bell 169 ; and so on in Halt- 
whsitle and Hexham the same proportion appeared to have been maintained. 
He should, therefore, conclude by thanking them for the patience with which 
they had heard him. He was soiTy to hear his honourable friend, Mr. LiddeU, 
had met — {shouts of ** No, no,") — ^he said he was sorry to hear that his hon. 
friend, the last time he was in Hexham, had met with some ill-treatment. 
(Shouts of " Nothing of the kind," " No, no." J He had not been informed of it 
by Mr. Liddell, and, therefoi'e, that could not be laid to his charge. He, there- 
fore, begged to say it should b^ his sincere desire to do his duty as their repre- 
sentative in the House of Commons, and he assured them that every assistance 
that could be rendered to his honourable colleague he would be always anxious 
to give, (Hear, J 

A person in the c/owd asked Mr. Beaumont if he was favourable to the 
abolition of tithes. 

Mr. Beaumont (snappishly) — I am now duly elected your representative, 
and will answer no questions. {Loud and very marked disapprobation,) 

Mr. Liddell then presented himself to address the meeting, and was 
received with great cheering by his supporters, and discordant expressions of 
disapprobation from the disorderly crew in front of the Sheriff. To one or two.

who were particularly noisy, Mr. Liddell observed that they had better keep 
their wind till they had a better occasion for it. 

Mr. Greo. Ridley, the losing candidate, entreated the mob already-named, 
whom he styled his *^ friends," to afford Mr. Liddell an opportunity of addressing 
them, and not disturb the harmony of the election at the close. 

Mr. Liddell again essayed to obtain a hearing, but in vain^ owing to the 
vociferations from the turbulent " liberal" crowd, some of whom tossed up their 
hats and yelled with frantic determination that Mr. Liddell should not have a 
hearing till he had disowned any connection with the police. ** Till you do 
that," grunted the person who strode the paling, while he shook his stick, which 
he held by the middle, in the face of the honourable member, ^' you shall not 
be heard." This brought forward 

Mr. Errington, a magistrate at Hexham, who said :— - 

He was sorry th«$ afore-noticed person should feel personally, or that they 
should feel collectively, any annoyance at the idea of the police being here. 
('* It's an insult to the town," shouted a quarryman in the mob ; '^ it has brought 
a stain upon the town which will never be washed out," shrieked another ; and 
a chorus of them joined in the clamour that it was uncalled for.) If anybody 
is responsible for it (continued Mr. Errington) it is I, and not any one either on 
the right or left. They have been brought simply under the idea that the two 
persons who are here charged with the peace of the town would not be suffi- 
cient. I am sure if you yourself (addressing the individual who led the clamour) 
•—if you yourself and some of those whom you could point out as your friends, 
had come to me and said, ** We will maintain the peace of the town for you ;" 
if you and others had come to me and offered yourselves to do it, to none would 
I more readily confide the peace of the town than yourself, and some of those 
whom you would name. The police, it is true, have come here, but they are 
not to act, but simply to be in readiness. The language used to them was — 
** We wish you to do nothing at all." I feel sure the peace will be kept, and if 
you and your friends will kindly act yourselves as a sort of special constables, — 
if you yourself will undertake here to do it — (*' I will be responsible for the 
peace of the town," shouted the fellow on the paling, brandishing hb staff, " I 
will be responsible for it, if you dismiss the blue bottles." Uproarious applause 
from the ragged corps behind him.) 

Mr. Errington : I must say the peace of the town is not well kept if we do 
not give everybody fair play ; and it must be well understood that neither Mr. 
Beaumont nor Mr. Liddell has anything to do with the calling in of the police. 

Mr. Liddell then again endeavoured to address the electors, when, as if by 
a preconcerted arrangement, the mob renewed its interrupting vociferations, the 
noisiest being still the gentleman to whom we have already referred, who, not- 
withstanding the exphmation of Mr. Errington, renewed his clamour about the 
police. Mr. Liddell replied that he had no hand in making the arrangements 
for preserving the peace of the town, but (he added) explanation was thrown 
away upon a gentleman who, calling himself respectable, yet consented to lead 
the mob to disorder. The uproar, which increased every minute, was met by 
the hearty and protracted acclamations of the supporters of the hon. member, 
and for some time the yells and the hurrahs mingled in grotesque chorus. The 
friends of Mr. Liddell, pressing towards the right of the hustings endeavoured 
to dislodge the mob, with the view of placing themselves immediately in front 
of the hon. member, and thereby secure him a hearing, but after an obstinate 
struggle the mob succeeded in maintaining its position. Between the disorder 
on the one hand, and the cheering on the other — ^which was of the most lively 
and enthusiastic descriptioD-— the voice of the hon. member was altogether lost 
to the assemblage, and was with difficulty heard by the reporters, who were 
close beside him. 
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Mr. H. G. Liddell said :— 

Gentlemen^ Electors of the County of Northumberland^ it now becomes my 
pleasing duty to return to you my sincere thanks for returning me as one of 
your representatives to Parliament. I return to you my heartfelt and grateful 
acknowledgments for the strenuous, the untiring, the undivided support by 
which we have won this election. The honourable gentleman who stands at 
the head of the poll— (intorrupHon) — the leader in the race which has just been 
run — ^though decidedly of enlightened principles, (as we heard the honourable 
member,) yet I think, if it were correctly stated, the position he has attained is 
rather owing to his wealth, (as the reporter understood,) than to his principles. 
Gentlemen, the youngest who started in the race has carried weight and won, 
and I congratulate him upon his success. A gentleman at the right of the hust- 
ings (Mr. Blaokett, M.P. for Newcastle,) in the pride of his success, had boasted, 
in retierence to the expectation that he was to be opposed for the town, that he 
would ** take it out of us" in the county. I think that gentleman has greatly mis* 
calculated, as the declaration of the numbers this day may have convinced him, 
and the constitutency of South Northumberland has shown, that it is able to 
maintain its independence against understood, if not avowed, coalition on the 
one hand, and the exercise of undue influences on the other. However, the con- 
test is now over, and with it all feeling of political animosity on my part. I 
shall gladly shake hands with ^1 my opponents — (here the honourable mem- 
ber extended his hand to Mr. Beaumont, and the two newly elected representa- 
tives cordially shook hands amidst the cheers of the assemblage) — and I can 
assure you that the interests of my opponents I shall have equally at heart with 
the interests of those who have returned me to Parliament. 

[Here the clamour of the comparatively small but noisycompany, which had 
interrupted the delivery of every sentence of the above brief address, became so 
unceasing and determined, that it was manifestly useless to proceed, and the hon. 
member, observing that if they were not wishful to spare their voices, he was 
anxious to spare lus, concluded his brief but emphatic address amidst protracted 
acclamations.] 

Mr. Geo. Ridley then presented himself, and was well received. He said :— 

His duty to-day was a short and simple one. He had been defeated at th« 
poll, but, believe him, the principles he advocated had not been defeated. He 
was happy to say that, throughout this contest, there had been a good feeling 
and haimony existing between the parties, which he trusted and implored none 
of them now to break. Now that the contest was closed, let him beseech them 
all, friends and foes, to cease their differences, and bury them in obliTion. 
(Hear,) Let him ask them still farther to render their assistance to those whom 
the majority of them had chosen, that they might be enabled satisfactorily to 
perform the duties and the great responsibilities which attached to them. He 
would only ask those who stood at the extreme left of the hustings, whether, 
remembering the shortness of the time he had appeared before the constitu- 
ency as a public candidate, and seing the result of the poll, they did not feel 
and know that this was their last victory in the Southern Division of the 
County. (ApphiiM,) He was not anxious to detain them any longer. He 
did implore them to cease not to keep the peace— -cease not to endeavour that 
the hannony which had prevailed should continue amongst them. And he 
trusted that those who had been elected to the honourable post of their repre- 
sentatives would never, by word or deed, give this great constituency cause to 
regret the issue of the battle at Hexham, in July, 1852. (Hear,) He had 
one more duty to perform, and that was, he confessed, one which was more 
difficult for him than any he had yet done. It was to thank, from his Teiy 
heart, those who had done him the honour to call him forward for their support 
and assistance in this most difficult contest. But look not back to what was 
pasty— -look forward to Ae faUue^applaueeJ^^ud as they wished to see this 

G 
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nation make progress in the principles which he advocated, let them prepare 
themselves at some future opportunity to add their quota to those who would 
advocate those principles in Parliament. 

Mr. Beaumont said it now only remained that he should move a vote of 
thanks to their very excellent Sheriff, for the ahle and impartial manner in 
which he had discharged the duties of his high office. 

Mr. Liddell said he had great pleasure in seconding the motion, which was 
then carried hy acclamation. 

The Chairman of Mr. Liddell's Committee at Hexham came forward, and 
said that, as chairman of that committee, he protested against these policemen 
being here this day. He had heard the expliuiation which Mr. Errington had 
given to them. He was sorry, for his own part, with all due respect to Mr. 
Errington, that he had not consulted the principal inhabitants before he took 
this important step. I'he disturbance which had taken place on Saturday 
might be supposed to call for it ; but it was nothing more than the ebullition of 
the feeling of some wild young lads, who were not able to contain the spirits 
which animated them, and this was all that took place. 

The two newly-elected members then, accompanied by their friends, left 
the hustings, and, preceded by bands and banners, walked in procession through 
the principal streets, amidst the acclamations of the inhabitants, and then retired 
to their respective hotels^ whence they proceeded to the railway station. 

On reaching the Black Bull Inn, Mr. Liddell appeared at the window, and 
congratulated his supporters upon the triumph which they had achieved, and 
warmly thanked them for their attendance that day. He was most enthusias- 
tically received. 

John Hodgson Hinde, Esq. then called for three cheers for their late mem- 
ber, Mr. Bell, which were promptly and cordially given. 

Matthew Bell, Esq. of Woolsington, the late member, having been observed 
at the window, was loudly called for, and on presenting himself, was received 
with the most enthusiastic cheering. He said that :^- 

- There was no one who had less inclination to hear the sound of his own 
voice than he had, and it was certainly not his intention to have addressed a 
word to them that day, had not their kindness obliged him to come forward 
and do so. {Applause,) He would beg to thank them for the enthusiastic 
' reception he had met with ; it proved that they still had some regard for an old 
and tried servant. {Cheers, J ' He would beg of them at the same time to ac- 
cept his heartfelt and grateful acknowledgments for all the kindness, civility, 
and attention which he had invariably met with from them ; he had to thank 
them too for the valuable advice, assistance, and support he had received from 
liiem on many trying occasions. — {cheers) — and which no lapse of time or 
change of circumstances could ever obliterate from his memory. {Cheers,) He 
trusted that it was hardly necessary for him to state in Hexham, or elsewhere 
in Northumberland, that he separated himself with pain and regret from a 
constituency who, during the long period of upwards of a quarter of a century, 
had treated him with the greatest indulgence and consideration — (cheeri) — ^but, 
when he found that circumstances, over which he had no control, prevented 
him from attending to the dischai^e of his parliamentary duties as he ought, he 
considered it incumbent on him, as an honourable man, to resiflrn into their 
hands that important trust he had so long held, and which he so highly prized ; 
he resigned it, he hoped, not in auy way abased by him — ^unsullied, untarnished, 
by any act of his. {Loud cheers^ Had he consulted his own inclinations alone, 
he would have retired much sooner than he did, but he considered - himself 
bound to yield to the solicitations of his numerous kind friends and supporters, 
and retain his seat until they gave him permission to withdraw. Permit, me 
cow, said he, to congratulate you on the successful result of the late contest, 
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and which has been achieved by the strenuous exertions of yourselves and others 
like you ; it has been a capital Derby Race, well ridden and cleverly won 
-^cheers and laughter J — and I can answer for our representative doing his 
duty towards us in every way, so that you will never have any cause to regret 
the selection you hn^e made. {Cheers!) I think I can answer for it that the 
Conservative Party will not seek to disturb the peace of the county, but should the 
opposite party rashly do so again, I have no hesitation in saying that the result 
will be similflur to wlmt it was on Saturday last — and I know a little about these 
matters — and in feeling quite sure that defeat and reverses for them will be re« 
peated. I am afraid my feelings have got the better of my^ discretion, and that I 
have detained you too long. I will now conclude by saying that in my private 
capacity I can never expect to make you any adequate return for all your great 
^kindness towards me, but, of this be assured that, should an opportunity offer, 
I will readily avail myself of it, and endeavour to promote the prosperity of a 
county that is so dear to me. That this great and important county may flourish 
in agriculture and in commerce is my fervent prayer, and it is my anxious 
desire, also, that you should all succeed in whatever trades, whatever professions, 
or occupations, you may be engaged in ; and may that Almighty Providence, 
that watches over, guides, and protects us, shower on your wives, your families, 
and yourselves, the choicest of all earthly blessings, is the sincere wish of one 
who has grown gr^ in your service, and the best years of whose life have been 
spent in endeavouring to promote your interests, and who now respectfully bids 
you farewell — probably for ever. {** No, no," and loud cheering, in the midst of 
which the honourable gentleman withdrew from the window.) 

With this the pro^dings of the election terminated, and the triumph of 
Conservatism in South Northumberland.

GREAT PUBLIC ENTERTAINMEOT TO HENRY 

GEORGE LIDDELL, ESQ. M.P. 



The Grand Banquet given by the Electors of the Southern Division of 
Northumberland, to Henry Greo. Liddell, Esq. of Eslington Park, in honour of his 
triumphant election for that division of the county, took place on Tuesday evening, 
September 7, 1852, in the Com Exchange, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. The part of 
tiie spacious building appropriated for the occasion was the south end, extending 
fully over one half of the entire area. A temporary partition was erected across 
the building in which entrances were left as approaches to the tables. The 
large space thus enclosed was most beautifully decorated — the style being novel, 
and the effect most brilliant. At each end and around the room evergreens of 
several beautiful species of sbrubs were exquisitely arranged and blended under 
the direction of Mr. Greoige Belt, whose taste and experience in this kind of 
decoration is generally appreciated*. The pillars supporting the massive roof of 
the building were tastefully entwined with alternate stripes of rich pink 
drapery; and from the rafters were suspended a great number of elegant 
cbandeliers of varied design and with chaste and handsome glass shades of various 
hues. These superb ornaments were furnished by Mr. W atson, of the High 
Bridge, in this town, imder whose able superintendence the arrangements were 
effected, which supplied such a brilliant effect when the gas was lighted, and 
which had been specially introducedHTor this occasion. Over the seat assigned 
to the Chairman was an elegant arch on which was inscribed in illuminated 
letters ** Northumberland's Choice," under which was placed a Lion Rampant, 
the crest of the noble house of Bavensworth, of the gigantic height of seven feet, 
also most brilliantly illuminated with gas. The sombre appearance of the ever- 
greens was chastely relieved by a grand display of banners, including the Royal 
Standard, the Union Jack, and other national and local emblems, including 
some elegant silk banners on which were inscriptions complimentary to the 
honoured guest, and also a superb banner on which were richly embossed the 
Arms of the Ravensworth Family. The arrangements for the accommodation 
of this great gathering of Northumbrian Conservatives comprised an elevated 
cross table at the top of the building, and five tables extending the length of the 
compartment, but the unexpected accession to the number of gentlemen attend- 
ing the dinner was so great tiiat a si^th table was required, which was also com- 
pletely filled. The whole arrangen^nts were on a scale of extraordinary splen- 
dour, and worthy of the great and patriotic occasion which called forth this 
noble an4 spirited gathering. The tables, when the dinner was placed on them, 
liad an elegant appearance, and the style in which the viands were served was 
quite unique in this part of the kin^om. Upwards of five hundred gentlemen 
were present on the occasion, and the entire {>roceedings were remarkable for 
the general enthusiasm which previi^iled, and f^r the harmony and patriotic feel- 
ing evinced by all present. The dinger was furiiished in rich jprofasion by Mr. 
Carmon, of the Greorge Inn, and was, in all respects, worthy of the character <^ 
that famous caterer and his old and respectable establishment. It embraced 
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tuiile soupy turboty yenison, game« and all the delicacies of the seasoiiy whilst the 
wines and dessert were of first-rate quality, the champagne, port, and sherry, in 
particular, being such as is rarely met with except at the tables of the aristo- 
cracy. The attendance of waiters was numerous, and their services efficient. 
The yiands were served up with remarkable promptitude and order, and the 
feast was conducted, and the tables cleared, with a dispatch most creditable to 
those who were in charge on the occasion. 

The chair was filled with admirable spirit and ability by Sir Matthew 
White Ridley, Bart, of Blagdon, whose serrices to the constitutional cause in 
both Dirisions of the County of Northumberland, during the recent severe 
struggle, were worthy of his name and reputation, and offer an excellent ex- 
ample for country gentlemen to imitate whether here or elsewhere. The Vice-

&nd most united family. {Hear.) And, gentlemen, we cannot but rejoice that 
their domestic happiness is so much enhanced by the family circle they always 
have the pleasure to see around them. In that day, when his Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales shall, in due order of succession, be called upon to fill the throne 
of these realms, when that day does come — and far distant may it be^et us hope 
there will be many loyal hearts in this country who will rejoice in the opportunity 
of seeing Her Majesty's virtues perpetuated in her descendants. I dismiss this 
toast to your acceptance, being satisfied that the same cordiality which animated 
you in the first will be equally extended to the second. With three times three, 
gentlemen, the healths of Prince Albert and the rest of the Royal family. Given 
witkall the honours. 

rhe Chairman : — 

Gentlemen, in an assembly like the present, we must not be unmindful, and we 
are met, I believe, not unmindful, of those whose glorious arms and vigilance have 
so long protected our shores, and whose courage has sustained the reputation and 
integrity of our country in many a well-fought field. {Applause,) There may not 
be many gentlemen of this glorious profession here present, but many there are 
who deeply value their important services, and are grateful for, and sensible ofV 
the benefits conferred upon their country by the army and navy. We cannot do 
less than do honour to the toast of tlie Army and Navy, the brave defenders of 
our country. {Applaiise,) The toast was duly honoured. 

The Chairman again rose and said : — 

The next in order of the toasts is one ever welcomed in all parts of the king- 
dom, and in no part of England more cheerfully, and heartily, and cordi^ly wel- 
comed than I have many a time jseen it amongst yourselves. On this parti- 
cular occasion, circumstances deprive us of the pleasure of seeing in this 
assembly the respected Vicar of Newcastle. {Hear^ hear.) I am happy, how- 
ever, to congratulate you on the presence of my excellent friend on my right, Mr. 
Snowden, and before him let me express the conviction ever entertained 
of the value of the ministrations of that body of men, of whom the Vicar 
and my friend are most worthy members. (Applatue.) It is not necessary 
however, gentlemen, in an assembly like this, that I should expatiate upon 
the friendly and cordial feeling that should be entertained towards a body of men 
whose services are so invaluable to the whole community of this coimtry as the 
clergy ; and it is not only because it is courteous in an assembly like the present, 
but because it is their due, that the healths of the Bishop and Clergy of the 
Diocese are placed prominently forward on the list of toasts this evening.

Nor shall I consider it unoecoming my sacred profession to mingle and to sjrmpa- 
thise with you whenever you are engaged in celebrating the triumph ox those 
principles which we hold in common, and whenever you may be doing honour to 
one WDO is so able and so willing as your honourable guest— (a burst of cheering) — 
to maintain those principles in the Commons' House of Parliament. {Appknue.) 
Gentlemen, again I thank you 

The Chiurman, on rising to propose the toast of the evening, ,the health of the 
Conservative Member for South Northumberland, Mr. H. G. Liddell, was received 
with an universal burst of enthusiasm, the entire company rising to give vent to 
the warmth of their feelings. The hon. baronet proceeded to say, gentlemen — it 
has frequently been my fortune to preside at public meetings and also at public 
dinners, but, I may say, gentlemen, for the first time in my life, I feel that there 
is a more than ordmary degree of responsibility incumbent upon me at this mo- 
ment. I feel, after what 1ms taken place in the contest which has been fought in 
the southern dividon of this great county — (Kear^hearj — ^the responsibilitv on this 
occasion, in proposing to your hearty adoption the drinking of the health of 'the 
hon. gentleman on my right — (renewed eheenJ—1 feel, gentlemen, that one should 
rise who would be more able to do justice to the toast. (Cries of**nOf no^ and 
applause, J I feel also, gentlemen, that one should rise, who, under the responsibi- 
lity of his position at the moment at which he addresses you, should likewise ex- 
perience in rising that hearty, cordial, and triumphant feeling of past success 
which the occasion justifies, and animated by the conviction ^e entertains of 
fnture success, which such a demonstration as this may inspire, that the due 
celebration of so important a triumph should not lead us away oeyond the bounds 
of courtesy, good taste, and proper feeling. (Hear, and applaiue,) In celebrating 
the triumph we have achieved lor constitutional principles in the person of my 
honourable friend, neither I, nor any gentleman .here present, should, I feel, 
allow himself to be carried awav by party spirit, nor by the indulgence of any ex- 
pression which should savour of personid acerbity or private malice. (Applause.) 
1 say this, gentlemen, in carefully looking on the triumph achieved, and X must 
not forget it is not only our triumph and his triumph, but it is the triumph of 
principles that we celebrate. (Cheers.) I, gentlemen, am not so little acquainted 
with the constituency of this county in either division, as to have doubted for one 
moment, within my own heart, the result of the recent struggle. (Hear,) I 
knew not. only the threat that was broadly held out to us by those who are our 
poUtioEil opponents, but I knew the spirit resident within the hearts of the con- 
stituency ; and I felt, like the men of the southern division, indignant at the Ches- 
ham Place couxpacU-Uloud a^pkmse) — which tried to league an oligarchy and a 
democracy ag^ainst us ; and indignant at that dictatorship which was to have been 
exercised against us in that district, I knew that, noble in their feelings and true 
to themselves, the constituency would rise as one man to maintain their own 
valued constitutional existenoey in their own division, whatever threats might be 
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held out to them by some political agitators, whose discretion, in my opinion, very 
little entitles them to that eminent and dominant position in which they are 
pleased to think themselves placed. (Qreatapplame,) Gentlemen, I don't know 
why we, a large constituency, were to be threatened in private, and intimidated 




, upon 

(Hear, and loud ofplause.) No, no, gentlemen, the representation of one division 
has no more to ao, constitutionally speaking, with the representation of the 
other division, than the representation of the Borough of Berwick has to do 
with that of the Borough of Gateshead. I, therefore* for one, most indig- 
nantly defied their threats and contemned their intimidation. {Loud applause^j 
My hon. friend, your member — (Renewed applause) — responding to our invitation, 
. threw down the gauntlet, to let him who dared take it up. {Thunders ofapplause*) 
Grentlemen, I have witnessed the ability and the energy he manifested in the 
struggle, the perseverance of his friends, and the opposition of his opponents^ I 
am able to bear witness to the candour, the vigilance, the caution, the eloquence 
displayed by my honourable friend throughout the arduous contest. (Loud ath 
pMuse?) I def^ any one to iBay lie did not exert himself to the utmost as the 
advocate of those principles we hold in common, upon which are based the stability 
of the altar and the thrune, the ^ysical, moral, and social improvement of the 
people, and the civil rights of all Her Majesty's subjects. (Loud cheers.) Gentle- 
men, we have supported these principles, and that government, which, b^ the 
blessing of provioence, we trust and hope, will be able, without invidious distine- 
tion, or injury to any one class of the industrial comssunity, to do justice to idL 
(Renewed cheers,) Gentlemen, I have not occupied, nor would it be fitting in me 
to occupy, the attention of this assembly with those pNoliticsd subjects whidi have 
so lately engrossed public attention, and so much agitated men's minds. I wiU, 
therefore, only say this, that I would beg of yon, as one of a constituency interested 
m the maintenance of those principles, the benefits of which we are met to oelo- 
brate, that we would each and all of us bear in mind, on dispersing to our respec- 
tive homes, that our strength must be in union and energy, — ^that we must not 
'sleep at our post8,-~that we have vigilant opponents, — and that the activity mani^ 
fested throughout the late contest should be carried and borne about with yon— . 
(hud Steers) — ^and inasmuch as yon have here, on this festive and happy occa- 
sion, though fit to pay a compliment to your representative by invitin;^ him to 
come amongst you on this auspicious occasion, yon should cheer him with jonr 
support and establish him firmly in the position he has so honourably obtamed. 
I know him well enough to answer for him, that it will be an incentive to him, if 
incentive be required, to the due and proper dischai^ of his dutiesy by vigilant 
attention to the interests of all classes of his constituents. (Appiause*) 1 like- 
wise beg of you to bear in mind that we must all be vigilant ; and, as yon 
record your sense of his merits here on this public occasion, still further give him 
credit for determination and honesty, and cheer him by your earnest support in 
the bold and independent discharge of the onerous duties that, devolve upon 
him. Here you have recorded your determination a second time, as yon first 
recorded, on the day of election, that great triumph of which this demonstn^tion 
is the result, that you will form a firm, uncompromising, and successful phalanx 
against every attempt to deprive you of your proper share in the representation 
OT the southern division. CTremendotu cheering) Gentlemen, more I will not 
say, either in the presence of my honourable friend or in the presence of one so 
nearly and dearly related to him as his father on my left. Fulsome compliment 
is unnecessary ; panegyrics are painful to well constituted, honourable minds. 
{Hear.) Of such are both of those gentlemen. (Loud ajfplause.) I give yon simply^ 
therefore, the health of my friend, Mr. Henry Greorge LiddelU with every feeling 
of triumph and rejoicing in his success, with every oongratnlation to you for the 
battle you have won, and with every determination in common with all of you, 
when the time shall again come for you to exercise your franchise, if he should 
be spared to us, to make then the same resolute and determined fight to maintain 
that place for Mm into which you have now put him, if on constitutional grounds 
we find him deserving of that fkvoor and of that oonfidenoe which yoa mve^ for 
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the present moment, reposed in him. Let this public record of your triumph 
impart life, vigour, and energy to your determined resolve to assert your claims 
and maintain the independence of this large and important division of the 
County of Northumberland. I give the health of Mr. Henry George Liddell. 
The toast was drank with tremendous and protracted cheering, the company re- 
newing the round of applause again and again with extraordinary fervour. 

Mr. H. G. Liddell, M.P. rose to respond to the toast, and was greeted with 
prolonged and rapturous applause, the whole company giving vent in the most 
spontaneous manner to the warmth of their feelmgs, and receiving the hon. 
member with repeated bursts of cheering. When this enthusiastic and hearty

I tender to you all, collectively 
and individually, my heartfelt, sincere thanks, and I would take this opportunity 
of addressing, with your permission, a few words, as a small testimonial, of his 
services to me and to the cause, to my excellent friend on my left, your chairman, 
Sir Matthew White Ridley* {A burst of appUmse.) Gentlemen, I have met with 
many friends, many able and willing friends — I have received a large amount of 
staunch support — {hear) — and I may take this opportunity of saying to you, and I 
say it from my heart, that it is to the exertions of those friends^ to the active, 
and to the united, zealous, and undivided support of those friends-~(Aear, hear}— 
the late triumph in South Northumberland is solely and entirely attributable. 
But, gentlemen, without derogating from the merits of those friends, I also say 
that from no single individual have I received the same amount of support as 
from Sir Mattw. White Ridley. {Hear, heat^ J For, before there was a question of a 
contest at all, that bold, honest, high-minded gentleman was cordially and actively 
engaged in the cause of Conservatism in this county. {Applause, j He it was 
who, in company with two or three other leading individuals, first presented me 
to the constituency, and since that time I may say, and safely say, that no man 
could have placed his time, and his ability, so completely at the disposal of 
another, as Sir Matthew White Ridley has done to me. {Benevoed cheers.) Gentle- 
men, Conservatism owes him a great debt, and I owe him a still greater — (ap- 
plause) — for the zeal, the intelligence, and the activity, that he has displayed in 
the cause, and for the kindness with which he has on all occasions backed and 
supported the very small efibrts that I have been able to put forth. {Cheers.) To 
my excellent friend — I am sorry I am not able to see him — ^but to my excellent 
friend and most able general, Mr. Hodgson Hinde — {protracted oheering) — I re- 
peat the words, for I am proud to call hmi my friend, and am always willing to 
act under him as a general— to him, I say, I owe much, for, to his tact and tactics, 
a very great portion of our success is due. {Hear^ hear, and loud (Aeers.) Gentle- 
men, wether in the closet or in the field, his advice and his management 
have been equally useful to us, equally formidable to our opponents. {Applause.) 
But, gentlemen, pleasant as it would be to me to eulogize the respective 
eflbrts of my numerous friends, those friends are so numerous and their efforts are 
so praiseworthy, that the time and occasion will not allow me to do so. I will, there- 
fore, with your permission, leave that pleasing task and pass on to the real business 
of the evening. Gentlemen, I will pass on to a subject of vital importance to 
the cause of Conservatism in the Southern Division of Northumberland, as else- 
where. {Hear, hear.) We have achieved a glorious victory. {Immense cheering. J 
The question now remains, — how are we to maintain that victor]^. {Hear, hear.) 
Gentlemen, the answer is a short one, and, I think you will admit, a conclusive 
one,— by a strict attention to the registry. CLoud apptause.) We have gained 
our victory,-r-let us not permit ourselves to slumber in peaceful security aner it.

CLaughtety and applaute, ) The jp'eat pointy howeTen 
we have to attend to, is the maintenance — not so much of our victory — though I 
may say we have a right to be proud of it« — ^but it is the maintenance of the cause 
we are met to do justice to. (Ajn>lau9e.) Creutlemen, I have said we must not 
allow ourselves to sleep in peaceuil security. Let us, during the time of peaoe^be 
prepared for war — (heary and applauaej — with the sinews of war at our command. 
(Shouts of he'ir, hear, and renewed cheering.) Let us establish an organized pystem, 
and support that system by a regular and liberal subscription — (thuuders of ap* 
flaute, J— for that, and that only, is the way by which we shall be able to maintam 
the seat that you have so nobly won, — that we shall be enabled to restrain the ef- 
fortsy— or rather to crush the efforts,— if I may use the word — ^made to monopolize 
the representation of South Northumber]and|-—that we shall be enabled to keep a 
wholesome check upon the too rapid increase of the democratic power. (Cheer$,j 
Gentlemen, without entering upon too lengthened^ a discussion on the great political 
questions of the day, — ^for that would demand more time, and, I am afraid, more 
ability than I can offer to you, — I may be permitted to say this muchy— I go to 
parliament, returned by your efforts as your representative, with the conviction 
that great reforms are needed in our financial system. (Applaute.) And, gen- 
tlemen, I think I may safely say that it is by these reforms, and these reforms 
only, that relief can be afforded to those freaX interests, which have suffered, and 
still do suffer, from recent changes in legislation. (Hear^ hear.) But, gentlemen, 
I have that confidence in the ability of that great miuisterial seer who has already 
conjured up the vision of a fiiiancial system, that, though still looming in distant 
obscurity- it will eventually emerge from the seer's cell in Downing Street, under 
the substantial form of a well framed budget — (cheers J — which, while it provides 
for the necessities of the nation, whilst it maintains our national credit, will also 
give relief where relief is due. ( Cheers, j And if I may be permitted to pass 
from these rather high-flown expressions to a more common phrase, it will, by re- 
lieving the foot from a pinching shoe> enable that foot to keep pace with the rapid 
strides which other ana rival nations are making. (Loud applauw) Gentlemen 
other governments have, year after year, in succession acknowledged the ex- 
istence of great distress in the leading brauches of our national commerce— of 
our home trade. (Hear, hear. J But, gentlemen, it remains for the present 
government to frame measures for the relief of those interests — (hear, h^r, and 
loud cheers) — ^and I have little doubt, in my own mind, either of their intention or 
of their ability, so to do. {Beneuied applause.) And; gentlemen, I wish to say 
this, so long as they do bring forward such measures— so lon^ will it be my 
pleasure, my duty, and my pride — (hear) — to record my vote m their favour. 
(Cheers.) But, gentlemen, though I am perfectly aware of the necessity pf party 
co-operation for the passin^f of such great and useful measures, there are other in- 
terests, there are other duties, still more paramount, in my estimation, on the part 
of the representative of a constituency like that of South Northumberland — 
namely, ul the business, the local business connected with the innumerable pri- 
vate bills brought before the notice of the House of Parliament.

If, Sir, in an 
assembly of this sort, met together in one undivided, aua I will add, undivisible 
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phalanx, in support of Ck>n8ervative principles — an assembly met together in 
celebration of a Conservatire triumph which has not only respect to the past, 
but will, I have confidence, secure a continuance of that triumph for the future — 
{hud eheeny-^ify in an assembly of this sort one name deserves to be honoured 
more than another, it is that of a man, high in position, who, through a long life, 
has constantly maintained and upheld those principles which you this day have 
met together to celebrate — ^who, unbiassed by any motive whatever, uninfluenced 
by passing van i lies, has oonsistentlv held his course in the great counsels of the 
nation, and voted always on behal^of those holv principles you this day celebrate 
--*if, I say, theie is one name deserves to be nonoured more than another, it is 
that of my Loi'd Ravensworth. {A unwenal hurst of spontaneous and protracted 
cheering,') But, gentlemen, it is not alone from respect to his own individual 
efforts tnat I have the honour to propose his health to you this evening — it is also 
in connection with that of his family whom he has brought up, and who are with 
us on this occasion. {Loud cheers.^ For, gentlemen, whilst the noble lord him- 
self is living amongst you, and enjoying that otium eum dignitatem of which he is so 
well worthy, he has the happiness of looking down upon his offspring, who are 
here present, treading in the same steps, following up the same — {tremendous ekeer^ 
ing^ — the same principles which he himself has consistently and manfully main- 
tained from the very first period when he was called upon to exercise an influence 
over the destinies of this country. {Apptduse.) Grentlemen, I am placed at a 
great disadvantage in proposing the health of that noble lord from the circumstance 
that I speak in the presence of his son and grandson, and feel a delicacy in 
launching out upon those virtues which 1 ought properly to do, and would do, 
were they not here present to hear me. But, gentlemen, I say this, that a debt of 
gratitude is due to that noble lord in that he is the sire of such a stock as we have 
amongst us this day. {Renewed cheering.) Here is his representative on my right 
hand, who has fought, and successfully fought, many a good Conservative battle, 
and here is his representative and son-^&ud mppUvuee^ — ^who, a few weeks ago, 
achieved the victory which we now celebrate. (Great apflcmse^ Yes,.gentlemen, 
the noble peer is the sire of a noble race, through which, in the person of my 
honourable friend on my right, your representative, another link has been added 
to that great cause, attached to which alone* in my humble opinion, the ship of 
the state can ride safely. {RenevBcd plaudits^ GTentlemen, I rejoice to be pri^ent 
amongst you, and I rejoice at this personal compliment paid to your representa- 
tivei — I rejoice still more upon adding my humble tribute to that great cause 
which has triumphed in his person,— and long, long may he remain your repre- 
sentative, and enjoy^ as I am sure he will, long, long, enjoy your cordial support. 
{Laud eheert.) I beg to propose '* Lord Ravensworth and his Family,'* with three 
times three. The toast was received with a prolonged round of cheering. 

The Hon. Henry Thos. Liddell rose, and the cheering was renewed with, if 
possible, increased intensity. 1 he hon. gentleman spoke as follows :— 

Sir Matthew White Ridley and Grentlemen. Of all the numerous assembler 
here this day, not one of you can feel the same emotions as the humble indivi- 
dual who is now addressing you upon the subject of this meeting. (OAeert.) Yon 
may easily imagine* gentlemen, with what gratification, and, at the same time, 
with what chastened feelings of pride and satisfaction, I rise to address you upon 
an occasion like the present, called together, as we are, to celebrate the return of 
my son for the Southern Division of the County. {Cheers^ Gentlemen, he has him- 
self expressed himself with that diffidence and modesty belonging to his position. 
He is well aware that it is through the partiality and kind assistance and confi- 
dence of his friends that he has been elevated to his present high position ; and 
he feels, as strongly as any man can feel, it is to his own exertion, to his own in- 
dustry, to his own nonesty^ and his own resolution — (o&eerv)— it must be owing 
that your choice shall be ratified by yourselves and your county in future years* 
{Renewed cheers,) Gentlemen, on behalf of my father, on behalf of myself, and on 
behalf of my family, I beg to return my hearty and sincere thanks for the honour 
you have done that family in drinking their healths. {Cheers^ Being now upon 
my legs, the partiality of your Chairman has placed to my keeping a toast nut 
second in importance to any toast which has been proposed this evening* I am 
detiredf gentlemen, to give to yon«-^ Health and snooess to the Earl of Derby, 
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and to Her Majesty's present Govemment.'' {EnthutkuHia ek^ering,^ In proposing 
lo your acceptance this toast) I confess I labour under no small difficulties. On 
the one hand, I feel unwilling at this late hour of the evening to enlaige at too 
ereat length upon a topic which admits of so much to be said and so much to be 
listened to with interest ; on the other hand, I feel that as this toast has been con- 
fided to my keeping, it will be my duty, to the best of my power, to mark out to 
you some of the more prominent points in which I conceive the Noble Earl at the 
head of the administration amply deserves the confidence of the country. 
(Apf^uie*) And, gentlemen, I tnink I may venture to say of Her Majesty's 
Ministers that, whether we consider them individually or collectively, 
they are as much entitled to your confidence as any set of men who 
have ever held place in Her Majestjr's Councils. (Hear^ hear, and applauae.) 
If I look around and review them individually, I need only point out to you that 
great and noble Earl at the head of the administration whose ^t conduct and 
chivalrous character are of apiece with the sentiments which animate his breast. 
Need I recall to your minds His Grace the Duke of NoTthumberland — {(nUkutuutU 
oAtferti^Wwho so* ably, by the- admission of all partic^ dischaiges the duties of 
£rst officer of the navy, — {reMwed ckeering) — ^who» in his own person refutes that 
somewhat trite, but now exploded, doctrine that, for some mysterious reason or 
other, which I for one could never comprehend, it is better to have a civilian than 
a professional man to hold the position of First Lord of the Admiralty. (APeor, 
hear J) Why, gentlemen, when I see gentlemen of the long robe or other civil 
professions occupying the post of Commandei'-in Chief of the Army, I may then, 
and not till then, admit tnat a civilian is best sr* ted to be First Lord of the 
Admiralty. iCheert,) I think it is by the wisdom of Lord Derby that that notion 
has been exploded, and I hailed the day, and still more hailed the hour of seeing 
the Duke of Northumberland at the head of the Admiralty. (Applause.) Need I 
go further in indWidual Irstances to point out to you the present Lord Chancellor, 
who, before he had filled the office three months, !)f educed a series of b?Us for the 
Reform of the Court of Chancery wb?ch had become a standing giievance, the 
existence of which has been long denounced, but never removed, till Lord St. 
Leonard's took the work in han£ {Loud ekeera,) But why need I enumerate. I 
will only meoiion to you one in the Bouse of Commons, who, individually, has 
overcome greater difficulties, has exhibited greater ability, has by his own exer- 
tions raised himself from not only a humble position, but a position which was 
rather calculated to remove confidence than to confiim it, and raised himself to 
that responsible office, the Chancellorship of the Exchequer. (Afy^aute.) And, 
gentlemen, some few cases may have been stated in which a want of experience in 
these men may be alleged against them — though I am prepared to d^end every 
action they have done — ^yet such objections^ even if true, are mere spots when we 
consider the value, the real benefit that has been conferred upon the country by 
the spirit of legislation introduced, and the administrative abilities mimifested by 
the Earl of Derby and his colleagues, proving conclusively, that men may be fit 
for great public positions, and great public responsibilities who have not been 
brought up all their lives amidst wafers, sealing wax, and red tape— (ZoiMilUdr, hud 
dteen^ hear, hear, and applause) — who have too long been considered— 4f mdeed we 
except another great consideration, namely, some alliance, proximate or remote, 
to the Whig families of this country, — to constitute the chiex requisite for a seat in 
Her Majesw/s Councils. (Loud applause.) Gentlemen, let me very briefly 'recall 
to you tlie course which has been pursued for many years by the Earl of Derby. 
Let me remind you that, at that unhappy period, when my hon* friend on my 
right, your late representative— (o&eerv)-— when I myself, the representative of an 
equally important division of the County of Durham — felt ourselves, upon prin- 
ciple, called upon to sever ourselves from that government which we had come 
into parliament to support, owing to that government receding from those great 
principles upon which we had claimed and received your support. (Hear, hear, 
and applause^ Lord Derby, upon that occasion, stood alone, like AbdicJ, 
among his colleagues in the Government. (Hear, hear^ Lord Derb/ 
alone, out of that ^ government, felt, — what we felt, — that he could not 
submit to the charge of having abused the confidence of those who tmsted 
him,— and by his exertions, by his patience, by his wisdom, and by his resolution 
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that great party, the Oonservative party, in the state, has been maintained and 
leagued together, till, at length, we see it fairly installed in the councils of the Sove- 
reign. ( Loud ekeers. ) And gentlemen, after all that has been said and done, —after 
all the ebullition of popular passion we have witnessed, are we prepared to allow 
that the great Conservatiye party in the state is to go for nothing ! {Heavy hear.) 
I would ask the conntr^, if we value the institutions nnder which we live, and 
under which for centuries we have flourished, fi*om what party in the state can 
those institutions be considered to be in the least degree in {>eril t Is it from the 
crown that any man in his senses now imagines danger to exist to the institutions 
of this country ! Have we not long outlived the time when the House of Com- 
mons thought fit to pass a resolution — ** That the influence of the crown has 
increased, is increasing, and ought to be diminished T Is it from that quarter, 
from the exercise of the royal prerogative, that any man, in his sane mind, a€ 
this time of day, apprehends any danger to our insti utions ! Why, gentlemen, 
you would set me down as a dotard or a madman if I were to say anything of 
the kind. (Hear, hear.) Is it from the influence of the ari-stocracy that our 
institutions are likely to be menaced ! The one proposition is as absurd as the 
other. {Hear, hear) But, gentlemen, with all respect be it spoken, it is from 
the great popular party of this country, — a party which no man living is more 
disposed to honour, to regard with consideration, than the humble individual now 
addressing vou,— but it is from that spirit of democracy, which should not be 
checked, which should not be rudely confronted and experimented upon, but 
which requires regulation and controul— (2otK{ eheers) — that any peril in our 
institutions is likely to proceed. (Renewed applause.) This great empire, gentle- 
men, never has been, is not, and I hope never will be, a pure democracy. (Hear^ 
and a^^ute,) It is composed of that great constitutional form of government, 
according to which^ we owe allegiance to our Sovereign and respect to her prero- 

S stives, and combined^ with that is that co-ordinate and responsible body, the 
onse of Lords, possessing an equal and concurrent jurisdiction and independent 
privileges and duties with the House of Commons, and last, in combination with 
these powers, is the House of Commons, which is the representative of the 
interests of the people, and of the feeling and spirit of democracy. It is from 
that quarter, from the great and swelling wave of democracy, — looking at what 
have been, and at what continue to be, its fruits in other parts of the world,-^ 
that the institutions of our country are exposed to danger if the Conservative 
body, which is still strong enough to regulate that great wave of democracy, be 
not awake and stirring, and able and willing to assert its own influences. (Hear.) 
Hence it is, gentlemen, that I call upon you to value the exertions which the Earl 
of Derby^ has made in order to support Conservatism, and I call upon you to give 
your assistance^ to those, — as I have done, — who are prepared to support that 
noble Earl in his exertions in the cause of public security, — in the cause of true 
and well-understood popular liberty. (Applause.) Now, gentlemen, allow me to 
recall to your remembrance the false representations and unworthy acts, by 
which, during the late election, the government of the Earl of Derby was at- 
tempted to be damaged in the eyes of the country. (Hear.) What was the cry 
of the large loaf and the little loaf, — what was the meaning of these obsolete and 
worn-out symbols we saw hoisted before our eyes in the midst of popular assem- 
blies and unruly mobs ? (Applause,) What were the real facts of the case f 
What was the whole scope and meaning of Lord Derby's wishes,— -the whole in- 
tent of his policy, — had he been permitted to carry the whole of it into efl^ect f 
Simply these, that, on reviewing the import duties generally of the country, from 
which the revenue is raised, he confessed he saw no reason to make an exception 
in the single article of com — (hear,) — ^upon which single article he proposed no 
more, — ^if the voice of the country went along with him in the proposition, — than 
a duty of 5s. per quarter ; but which he himself declared over and over again, — 
two years before he was called upon to take office — ^he declared it in the House 
of Lords, — it was a subject of too much importance for any ministry to decide, 
and that it was only the expression of a general and distinct concurrence on the 
part of the community at large that would justify him in carrying it out. (Cheers.) 
Why, gentlemen, these were the qualifications with which he enunciated that 
policy— and putting it fairly, as he did, before the country, for their acceptance or 
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rejection, can he be blamed for taking that course which appears to me the most 
constitutional course which the most constitutional minister of the crown could 
possibly pursue on this or any other great public question. {Loud cheers,) And 
yet what attacks have been made upon him. {Hear,) Wbat a series of unjust 
and unfounded imputations have been made upon his honesty and integrity be- 
cause he pursued a course which, according to this simple explanation, does not 
appear to admit of a difference of opinion from an^ quarter I (App/atue,) And 
from whom have the most bitter of those attacks proceeded ! From one who 
many years ago was proud to follow in the wake of Lord Derby's policy — {hear) — 
from one whose ability, I admit, and whose powers of expression, ana especially 
of sarcasm, I admire, and sometimes regret---from a man who, having passed, like 
a weathercock, from one quarter of the political horizon, has veered right round 
at successive turns to every succeeding quarter, till, at last, he has reverted to his 
old, and I am afraid, inveterate habit of democracy. The man I allude to is Sir 
James Graham — {shouts of derision hailed the mention of the name,) — whose object 
seems to me now to place himself at the head of the Radical party in parliament, 
and constitute a party, which, if it obtain power, will, according to my humble 
estimate, threaten more dangers to this country than any party who have ever 
got into power. ' {Hear.) But, gentlemen, I hope the right hon. baronet will be 
disappointed in his speculations— («ftoiits of " brow,* anS hud cheering) — I hope, 
when parliament meets, and those aspersions are fairly met face to face by Lord 
Derby and his coadjutors in the ministry, these attacks will be flung from them 
even *as drops of water are flung from the polished surface of a silver plate — 
{renewed piaiMiU)--ih&i the character of ministers will then shine out resplendent 
in the eyes of the country as they deserve ; and that,^ too, the worse the attacks 
are that are made upon him, the more violent the malice — the more signal will be 
the defeat of Lord Derby's opponents, and the more undoubted the triumph by 
the Government. {EnihusioMtio cheers.) I may quote to you the trenchent lines of 
Horace — 

Duris ut Hex tonsa bipeimibus 
NigsB feraci frondis in Algido 
Per damne, per coBdes, ab ipso 
Ducit opes animumque ferro. 
These lines, which were given with great eloquence and power, were fol- 
lowed by thunders of applause. And, gentlemen, continued Mr. Liddell, with 
this firm conviction of the ability of the ministry, and the learning and integrity 
of the noble lord^who now stands proudly at the head of it, I caU upon you to 
drink with enthusiasm the health oi the Earl of Derby, and the success of his Ad- 
ministration. The toast was drank with extraordinary enthusiasm, and rapturous 
applause was accorded to the hon. gentleman as he resumed his seat. 
Edward Collingwood, Esq. next rose and said : — 

Sir Matthew White Ridley and Gentlemen, — Great as has been the enthusiasm 
which has responded to the many toasts which have been proposed this evening, 
I feel assured that the toast which I have the honour to propose will be met, at 
least, with equal enthusiasm to anj that has been responded to this evening. I 
am about to propose to you the health of your late respected member, Mr. Bell, — 
{great cheers,) — and, in doing so, I feel that we all partake of the strong sentiment 
of regret that the tie which has so long bound us together should be separated, so 
far as the trusting of the representation of this county to his keeping is concerned, 
{^Hear,** and applause.) Mr. Bell has now been your representative for at least 
twenty-seven years, and, during that time, has, at all times, had the full confidence 
and affection of this division, and, prior to the reform bill, the whole county. I 
will not detain you, gentlemen, by any observations of mine on the subject. We 
all have a common feeling of regret that Mr. Bell should be induced to retire 
from public into private life, and, having retired into private life, it is our sincere 
hope he majr long live to enjoy it. (Applause,) I beg to give you the health of 
Mr. Bell, with three times three. The toast was drank with unbounded en- 
thusiasm. 

Matt Bell, Esq. on rising, was received with renewed outbursts of applause, 
which were continued for some time. The hon. gentleman, having at length ob- 
tained a hearing, proceeded to say : — 
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Mr. Chairman and brother Electors, — I feel that the eulog;ium which has 
been passed upon me far exceeds the humble services I have rendered to the 
constituency during the relation which has existed between us for twenty-seven 
years. {Cries of no, no, and applause.) But, gentlemen, it is very gratifying to me 
to find that nothing has occured in mv pubhc conduct in any way to detract from 
the good opinion which you have formed of me as a private individual. (Ap- 
^ause ) Gentlemen, it has oftentimes been my good fortune to have had my 
health, as one of the lepiesentatives of the County of Northumberland, proposed, 
in the ancient and loyal town of Newcastle, and favourably received by all 
parties. But, gentlemen, I can take upon myself to say that the toast never met 
with so enthusiastic a reception as when I now address you merely as a private 
individuaL (Applause.) And, gentlemen, that it is so is indeed truly gratifying 
to my feelings, because it proves to me, I hope, that you are not altogether dis- 
satisfied with my humble efforts to promote your interests while I had the honour 
to be one of your representatives in parliament. {Hear, hear,) The pleasing duty 
now devolves upon me of returning to you my most sincere thanks for the honour 
— the unexpected honour — which you have done me this day, in drinking my 
health, because, gentlemen, as a private individual, I thought 1 should bet passed 
over on this occasion. (-ATo, no, and cheers.) Gentlemen, I offer to you, at the same 
time, my most mteful acknowledgments for theldndness, for the courtesy, for the 
attention, whicn I have invariably received from all of you, as well as for the 
invaluable advice, assistance, and support, that you have afforded me upon many 
trying occasions. And, gentlemen, believe me, that no lapse of time, no change 
of circumstances, can ever obliterate from my memory the recollection of the 
numerous favours I have received at your hands, and I trust that I have proved 
myself not unworthy of them. Gentlemen, it is scarcely necessaiy for me to 
state in the town of Newcastle, or in any part of the County of Northumberland, 
I trust, that I separated myself with deep feelings of pain and regret from a con- 
stituency, by whom, during the long period of upwards of a quarter of a century, I 
have been treated with uniformkiodnessand consideration,and the greatest possible 
indulgence. But, gentlemen, when I found that circumstances, over which I had no 
controul, rendered it impossible for me any longer to discharge my duties in parlia- 
ment as one of your representatives, I then considered it incumbent upon me, as an 
honourable man, to resign into your hands — {appiause) — the trust you had con- 
fided to me. I have resigned it, — I hope not abused-— {responsine dieers) — ^unsullied 
— (continued the hon. gentleman, with great emphasis, amidst the increasing 
cheers of the company,)~-undiminished — by any act of mine. {Great applause,) 
I would have retired from your service earlier, because I considered it my duty 
to do so, had I not yielded to the solicitations of my numerous friends and suppor- 
ters, to whose wishes I conceived I was bound to pay some deference. Gentle- 
men, in my private capacity, it is not very probable X shall have it in my power to 
make you any adequate return for all your Kindness, support, and confidence ; but, 
gentlemen, should an opportunity occur, I shall readily avail myself of it, to 
promote the prosperity of the County of Northumberland, which is so dear to me^ 
and to contribute to the interests of the great and important town of Newcastle, 
to the inhabitants of which I shall ever consider myself under the greatest obli- 
gations. {Applause.'^ Gentlemen, I now approach a subject which is more 
congenial to my feelmgs than taJking of myself, or of anything I may have done. 
I beg to congratulate you upon the splendid event we have met to celebrate,-^ 
the triumphant return of my hon. iriend, Mr. Henry George LiddeU. {Cheers*) 
And, gentlemen, it cannot be otherwise than gratifying to my worthy young 
friend, to see so Urge a body of leading agriculturists, merchants, and manufac- 
turers of the county of Northumberland assembled here this day to do him 
honour. {Cheers.) And^ gentlemen, I will go a little further and tell you that the 
presence of the representatives of so much influence, and so much intelligence, 
and so much wealth, satisfies me that no exertions of our political opponents, 
be they what they may, can wrest the Conservative Seat of South Northum- 
berland from our hands* {Shouts of ''Bravo^* and loud and general applause,) 
Gentlemen, I consider that the electors of South Northuml>erland exercised 
a wise and sound discretion in returning my honourable friend, ^ir. Henry Geo. 
Liddell, as their representative--(a/7p^tfM)-~becanse, gentlemen, except his own 
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father, I have known him longer than any man in this room, and I can take upon 
mj^elf to say he has ability, he has energy, he has honesty, he has principle, all of 
which I know will be brought into full operation in your service — (cheert) — and I 
can tell you this, gentlemen, that he will serve you so faithfully and so diligently, 
that there is not a man, who does me the honour to listen to me, will regret that 
he has been elected your representative. {Loud cheers,) Gentlemen, I listened 
with the greatest pleasure and gratification to the speech of my honourable friend, 
since it did honour to his head and honour to his heart. {Loitd cheers.) It was one 
that an old stager like myself might be proud of, rather than that of a young par- 
liamentary beginner — {renewed c^ering) — and it is an earnest of what we may 
expect from him, if you keep him in the position he now holds, and that you will 
do 80 I am as confident of as I am of my own existence. {Renewed applause,) 
Gentlemen, I regret that ill health prevented me from taking that part in the 
early canvass of my honourable friend which I could have wished. But I did the 
next best thing for him in my power. I gave him the advice of an old, experi- 
enced, and, I may say, successful electioneerer ; and I have reason to believe it 
was not without its utility. And, gentlemen, when I did take the field for my 
hon. friend, it was most gratifying to me to find that those valued individuaui 
. who contributed to my own success, had not one single substantial objection to 
make to him. {Applause^ Some of them might say " he was too young." {Hear,) 
I answered, ''He will mend of that." {LauglUer*) Another might say, perhaps, 
** he had had no experience." I said,'* Gentlemen, there is no other school I know of 
for members of parliament but the House of Commons. {Loud laughter and cheers^ 
Send him there, and you will find an old head upon young shoulders, or I am very 
much mistaken." {Benevaed appUmse,) Gentlemen, they then became compli- 
mentary to myself. They said ^ Mattv — {Laughter and applause) — ^we have known 
you for a long time, and you never told us anything but the truth — ^you may do 
with us just what you like." {Shouts of laughter and applause.) Well now, gentle- 
men, I am satisfied my honourable friend will go to parliament as a firm and a 
consistent supporter of the government of the Earl of Derby, that eminent states- 
man, who I am satisfied, has .wisdom, courage, power, and sagacity enough to 
carry on the business of the country with the majority he now has at Ms command 
in the House of Commons. {Cheers,) Gentlemen, I conceive that distinguished 
statesman is the man who is destined to save this great country by the carrying 
out of energetic measures that will preserve us from being overwhelmed by the 
inundation of rude democracy. {Applause.) That great man does not belong to 
that dangerous school of politicians who sell themselves to evil spirits. (Hear 
and laughter.^ No, gentlemen, the Earl of Derby will take a firm and statesman- 
like course m support of the best institutions of the country. By that, believe 
me, we will, each and all, sink or swim. {Hear.) Gentlemen, he does not belong 
to that paltry order of politicians who deal in what is called class legislation. No, 
his great abilities will be devoted to promote alike the interests of agriculture, of 
commerce, and of manufactures^ without showing affection, favour, or partiaJity 
to one more than to another. (Applanse.) Gentlemen, such is the man of the 
sovereign's and the people's choice. Had it been in my power to remain in 

garliament, or had it been your pleasure that I should do so, I would have given 
im a firm, undeviating support. Gentlemen, it is most gratifying to me to look 
upon the honest faces of so many of my old and faithful supporters — {hear) — those 
who have stood by me for many a long year, through good and through evil re* 
port — who have assisted me in my struggles — and rejoiced in my triumphs — ^and 
n'om whom it is most painful to my feeungs now to sever myself. CAppiause,) 
Tliat Divine Providence may shower upon them, upon their families, and upon 
their connections, the choicest of all earthly blessings, and that they may succeed in 
all their undertakings, whether agricultuial or commercial, is the sincere wish and 
fervent prayer of one who has grown grey in their service, and the best years of 
whose hfe have been spent in endeavouring to promote their interests. {Hear 
and applause.) Gentlemen, this is probably the last time in my life that 1 ever 
shall look again upon so large an assemblage of my chosen friends — (cries of*^no^ 
«o")--and Xperhaps may, tnerefore, be excused if I venture to express a hope 
that in my private life I may do nothing which will forfeit the good opinion that 
has been 80 long entertained of my public seryices. (Hear^hear.) Though it is their 
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duty— and I am sure it will be so with them — that they will be well on with their 
new love^ yet I hope and trust they wiU not be altogether off with the old one. 
{Applcmse.) Gentlemen, once more, and from the bottom of my heart, thanking yon 
for all the kindness you have shewn me this day, and for what you have done for me 
for many a long year, I now respectfully bid you farewell and take my final leav6 oi 
you. (General applause, amidst which the respected ex-member wasalmost overcome, 
and a kindred ^ling pervaded the company.) After a pause, he resumed and said, 
Gentlemen, before I sit down I have the permission of the chairman to propose 
to yon a toast— one, I am sure, which will be received with the greatest cordiality. 
It IS ''the single married, and the married happy." {BoUt^Brous applauae,) Now, 
gentlemen, you all know our excellent and worthy representative ere long will 
change his state— (a bunt of eheenng)^&ad when, continued Mr. Bell, that ao- 
complished and beautiful lady — {hear, hear) — ^who has the good fortune to be 
destined to be his hride—ioontinu^ appbiutae) — shall come amongst you all, you 
will, I am sure, give to her the same cordial reception you have this day giv«i to 
the man destined to be her husband. {Loud ekeering*) Gentlemen, *'the sing^ 
married, and the married happy," and we will drink that with three times three. 
The toast was drank with the requisite honours* 

Mr. H. G. Liddell,Esq. M.P. rose, and the cheering was renewed with ex- 
traordinary spirit He said: — 

Gentlemen, previously to proposing to your notice the toast which has been 
confided to me, I should be wanting in good feeling were I not to thank youagain 
most cordially for the toast you have just drunk* Gentlemen, for the position of 
the married portion of the company I cannot answer. (Lamghttr and appkmt&,) 
I hope and believe they are extremely hmpy as married men. All I can say is, 
that I have been a very happy man as a smgle man, and I hope I may contmue 
to be also happy as a married man. (Loud cheers.} 1 have little doubt I shall be. 
{Renewed a^i>plau8e*) Gentlemen, I will now propose to your notice a toast, which 
is a toast, m my estimation, deserving the approbation — the cordial approlmtion^— 
of the whole company . That toast, gentlemen, includes so numerous and so large 
a portion of this meeting, that I am quite sure the remaining portion will receive 
it with all the cordiality it deserves. You are all aware, gentlonen, of the im- 
mense difficulties connected with a contested election. You are all aware that no 
one individual, do what he may, could possibly carry out, nr even attempt to un- 
dertake, the labours of a similar contest. {Hear, hear.) But, gentlemen, it is to 
the support of his friends, it is to the labours of the various local committees, that 
the triumph is attributable, and that the success of the election is due. {Applauae*) 
I have the greatest possible pleasure in preposing[ to you the health of the local 
committees, which sat in the various and fax dividea districts of this very large 
division, who, in many instances, unobserved by the eye of the leader of the opera- 
tions-— (Aear, hear,)—did their business in a manner creditable to their priueiples 
as Conservatives and as gentlemen. {Apptaute.) I have the greatest pleasure, 
likewise, in coupUnff with the name of the local committees who conducted, I 
may say, almost entirely, the business of the late election, the name of a gentle- 
man, who, I have already told you, is my fnend, to whom farther we are larg^ 
indebted for our success — a gentleman whom I am sorry to see in a private posi- 
tion. {Loud cries of** hear^ hea/r^\ I now wish to couple with the toast I propose 
the name of the late representative for this borough. (Lo>vd applause.) 1 have 
said that in general electioneering tactics I consider him unequalled. {Renemd 
applause,) You are now better able to appreciate his services, and, gentlemen, 
I hope and trust, the day is not far distant, when he may be induced to resume 
his parliamentary duties. {Protracted cheering,} I propose to your notice the 
toast of the local committees, coupling with them the name of Mr. John 
Hodgson Hinde. The toast was drunk with immense enthusisam^ and the naiae 
of Mr. Hinde was received with unbounded plaudits. 

John Hodgson Hinde, £s^. was greeted with a round of applause on rising 
to respond to the toast. He said ^— 

Sir Matthew White Ridley and gentlemen— On behalf of the committee efc- 
ffaged in conducting the late election fer the Southern Division of the County of 
Northumberland, I beg to return you my and their warmest thanks. It would 
be afiectation in me if I were to say that their efforts wer^ not instrumental m 
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securing the laccesfsful result of tke ftlection, and that very g^eat circumspeotioii 
and assiduity were not requisite to conduct the election to a successful result. I 
feel, though I e^eak with diffidence as to the part which I myself took, I can 
fully and cordially concur with Mr. Liddell in the eulogium he passed upon the 
whole of the local committees* {Applaute.) We had indeed m our hands, an 
arduous task to peform. We had opponents who had great skiU and assiduity. 
With the conduct of those opponents, so far as rc^rds the agents and organizeid 
committees, we had no fault to find. But our difficulties were greatly increased 
from the circumstance that^ besides the regular committees, in every town and 
village over the entire division, we were met by a band of amateur electioneerers, 
who did not confine themsidves within those strict rules observed by professional 
agents and organized committees. CHear, hear,) It was not merely necessary 
that we should obtain promises of support for my honourable friend who now 
represents us, but we had to guard against the manoBuvres of those electioneering 
amateurs, who, as I have said, were established in every town and every village 
in the division, and who end'oavoured to force from us those promises which had 
been already secured. (Cries of ** Shame") We have all heard that the border 
mosstroopers of old used to count their stores not by the kine housed in their 
own byers, but by the herds on the mountains on the opposite side of the country. 
[Hear, hear.) And thus it was with these gentry. {Applause,) They did not say 
— ^" We have so many promises on our books," — but " You have so manv on 
yours, and we mean to take them from you." (Renewed cries of *^ Shame,") It 
was against this ^ecies of attack that we nad the greatest difficulty to deal, and 
I must assert that, in endeavouring to seduce parties who had pledged votes to 
>fr. Liddell, they were by no means scrupulous. {Hear, hear*) Had we had a 
difi^erent candidate to fight than my honourable friend, who was not only assiduous 
in prosecuting his personal canvass, but always ready, from his own lips, to give 
an account of his conduct, and a statement of his opinons, it would have been in 
vain to have stru/nj^led against our adversaries. (Hear^ hear.) I do not disclaim 
all merit on behaOTof the local committees, but, to use a common, perhaps vulgar, 
expression, we never could have won the battle unless we had had a good cock to 
fi^nt. So much for the past. As regards the foture, I have only to say, on behalf 
ot all the committees, that their efforts will not be relaxed. We will not wait 
for another election, but our attention shall be constantly directed to whatever 
may promote — Qoud ehetrs) — the interest of my honouraible friend, and of the 
great cause of which he is the representative. (Applause.^ I call upon you aU 
to relax no efforts. {Renewed applause,) Do not be satisfiea with merely Laving 
won the battle, but take care to preserve and improve the victory. Gentlemen, 1 
beg to tfaankyou again for the honour you have done me. (Loud cheers,) 

Jas. H. Mollis Atkinson, Esq. rose to propose the next toast. He said : — 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, I beg to congratulate you upon having so 
magnificent a place granted in which to hold this great Conservative demonstra 
tion. {Applause^) To the Mayor and Corporation we are indebted for the pri- 
vilege of meeting here on this festive occasion. L beg, therefore, to propose the 
Mayor and Corporation of Newcastle, and thanks to them for the use of the Corn 
Market. CApplause,) 
Mr. Aid. Crawhall :— 

Gentlemen, I believe, in arranging the list of toasts this morning, the duty of 
responding to this toast has devolved upon me, as one of the component parts of 
the governing body of this town, which, in their corporate capacity, have granted 
the use of this hall. I beg to thank you, in their name, for the honour you have 
done them. (Applause^ 

Robert Plummer, Esq. proposed the next toast. He said : — 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen — However the toast might have been committed 
to more able hands, I feel, at least, that to one who had a warmer or better feeling 
towards the Borough of TynemouUi, it could not have fallen. (Applause,) I 
have been so circumstanced, during many long years of my life, as to have ap- 
peared an active opponent of that borough. But it wa^ solely in defending the 
interests of my own native town that I so appeared, and I have ^ver had a warm 
feeling towaras the Borough of Tynemouth, inasmuch ks it f<mned an integral 
part of the great port of ifewcastle, as well as an integral part of the wealthy and 
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influential County of Northumberland in which we reisade. It is, therefore, with 
^(reat pleasure, 1 propose the health of the Mayor and Corporation of the Borouf^h 
of Tynemouth. {Avplaute,) On this occasion, I will take the liberty of callinff 
your attention to a tact in connection with the glorious assembliufe here to-day. 
It is this, that, whilst our opponents calculated upon the towns of Newcastle and 
Tynemouth being their strongest points, the] resiolt of the election proved that 
the doctors of these two important and influential districts possessed a tone of 
Conservative fee^g^ applause) — ^which carried dismay into the ranks of our 
opponents. (BenettM ckeert,) I trust, in future, we shall see the same results, and 
that when our excellent representative is once again thrown before his constituents 
he will receive both from this town and from the Borough of Tynemouth, an 
equal amount of support as has been received upon this occasion. I beg to pro- 
pose ** The Mayor and Corporation of the Borough of Tynemouth." Drank with 
applause. 

Alex. Bartleman, Esq. Ma^for of Tynemouth, responded. He said :— 
Whenever I have been within the ancient walls of Newcastle I have f^t 
particularly proud to have heard the Corporation of Tynemouth drank. I am 
exoeedingly proud to think you have done so, and proua to think the town of 
Tynemouth supported you so nobbr. I don't appear here, however, as the re- 
presentative of the Corporation of Tynemouth, but I appear here in the more 
independent character of a freeholder of Northumberland. I am proud, sir, to 
think as a freeholder I supported vou, and to see you in the position you now are. 
I beg leave on behalf of the inhabitants of Tynemouth to thank you for the 
honour >ou have done them. 

^ J. M. Ridley, Esq. proposed, in appropriate terms, •* the ** Vice-Presidents,** 
which was drunk with enthusiasm, and briefly responded to by J. B. Coulson, 
jnn. Esq. 

Robert 8. Surtees, Esq. proposed the next toast. He said :— 
Gentlemen, I have the hononr to propose the health of two noble lords, who, 
on their appearance in the Northern Division, drew down upon the Southern 
Division the retribution which has terminated in the triumphant return of my 
hon. friend, Mr. LiddelL {Heary and applaute,) It is quite true these noble lords 
did not, like my hon. friend, go forth to do battle with a stripling — (a laupK) — they 
went to wage war against the mighty Goliah himself (chen) ; and their victory 
resounds not only throughout En^and, but throughout the whole civilized world, 
I beg to propose, with all the honours. Lord Ossidston and Lord Lovaine. The 
toast was drunk with unbounded applause. 

The Chairman, on rising to propose the next toast, was loudly applauded. 
He said: — 

Gentlemen,— Mr. Hodgson Hinde has borne testimony, from observation, 
and from personal experience — ^and he is acquainted with the whole management 
of the late election — ^to the efficiency and to the hearty manner in which the local 
committees throughout the various districts supported the cause of their candidate, 
worked the machinery of the election, and made its action contribute to a successful 
result. Nevertheless, these exertions do not appear to have been so much the 
application of power itself, as the putting of the machinery in order, oiling the 
wheels that they might go smoothly, and delicately adjusting and lubricating the 
joints, so that, at the right time, when the impulse of power was to be applied, 
that power might not be found wanting. This essential assistance was derived 
from those learned in the law, whose exertions, to my own personal knowledge 
in the various districts, were most unremitting in the cause of him for whom they 
were retained, and for whom they most honourably acted. (Applause,) I can 
bear witness, gentlemen, to their exertions in the cause. I feel grateful to them 
for having been fellow labourers in the contest, and feel gratified in seeing so 
many of them present at the celebration of our triumph* As the head and front 
of them^ I beg to draw to your most favourable attention a gentleman whose 
health is ever most favourably received both amongst his legal brethren and 
amongst that extensive circle of acquaintances to whom he has been most familiar, 
and by whom he is most justly and deservedly appreciated. (Apj^use.) I give, 
as the last toast but one of the evening, the healtn of Mr. Adamson, the worthy 
oommander-in-chief of our legal brigade, and long may we be as well officered 
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{Loud ttpj^tmae.) Let us have a note of that toast, and having seen somewhat of 
the hibours and difficulties of mana^ng a contested election, I have the greatest 
pleasure in not only giving Mr. Adamson's health, but in expressing my ^titude 
ibr his kind attention and the great assistance Uie cause received at his hands. 
{ItTud appUuue.) The toast was enthusiastically responded to, the hon. member 
especially, with other gentlemen at the cross tables and in other jArts of the room, 
giving, after that of Mr. Adamson, the names of his legal coadjutors, including 
Mr. Wailes, Mr. Swan, Mr. Dove, Mr. Chater, Mr. Hewison, Mr. Crawford, Mr. 
Head, Mr. Kirsopp, Mr. Ridley, Mr. Badford, Mr. Reed, Mr. Edgcome> Mr. 
Armstrong, Mr. Brumell, Mr. Russell, Mr. Fenwick, &c. 

John Adamson, Esq. on rising to respond, was received with hearty cheering. 
He said : — 

I rise to thank you, on behalf of the law fu^ents employed for Mr. Liddell at 

the late election ^first you, Mr. Chairman, for the kind manner in which yon 

have introduced the toast, and next, you, gentlemen, who have so favourably re- 
ceived it. When I was asked to take chaige of the elpctioh I||consideredj|[it a 
great honour, but felt a very considerable responsibility was attached to the 
office ; and when it became evident that there would be a contest, the selection of 
gentlemen to assist me was made in whom I felt every reliance might be placed. 
X^ppiaute,) Most of them are present to thank you for this mark of your approind. 
I can speak for those who may be considered as having been my personal staff, 
and the gentlemen who assisted Mr. Liddell in the various districts have acknow- 
ledged the satis&ctory way in which the others conducted the business of the 
election. In our names, I beg, therefore, to thank you for the compliment you 
have paid us. {Applaute,) 

Chas. Wm. Orde, Esq.^ — ^I see my name coupled with a toast for this evening. 
I find a body of gentlemen who have contributed in an eminent desree to the suc- 
cess of this meeting, and the company are now called upon tofpay a tribute to the 
result of their exertions. I do not pretend to know exactly in what the exertions 
of the Stewards of this dinner may consist, but everything connected with it has 
been successful. He gave the health of the Stewards of the dinner, and associated 
with the toast the h^th of Mr. John Cookson. Drank with great applause. 

John Cookson, Esq. briefly responded, and the company were about to dis- 
perse, when 

Mr. H. G. Liddell, M.P. again presented himself, and was loudly cheered. 
H^said:— . 

Grentlemen, I want to tresspass upon your indulgence for a moment. I will 
ask you to join me in one more toast and drink to our next merry meeting. 
(Loud af^^use,) To meet my friends in South Northumberland will always be 
the greatest pleasure in m^ Ufe ; and may our next merry meeting be to cele- 
brate, in whatever person it is achieved, a triumph such as you have lately won. 
The toast was responded to with an alacrity wnich indicated that the company 
fully participated in the feeiiDgs of the hon. member*
